MUCH TIMBER 


Boring Grub Has Cost the 
Weyerhaeusers Dear 


Tacoma, Jan. 2—Crnisers of the 
Weyerhaeuser Timber Company have 
just discovered that 3,000 aeres of fire- 
80° eaten by 
worms that it is worthless and will be 
allowed to rot where it stands. The’ 
tract is on the head waters of the 
south fork. of the Lewis river,in Clarke 
the great 
forest fires that sweptover different 
parts of Washington six years ago. 

The cruisers estimate that the 2,000 
acres had in excess of 30,000 feet to 
the acre, and the Weyerhaeusers (esti- 
mate that they have lost 100,000,000 
feet of  fine-bodied “timber, worth 
where it stands $1.50 per M. Immedi- 
ately following the fire the company 
began elaborate logging operations to 
save as much of the fire-blasted timber 
as possible. Notwithstanding © their 
most presistent efforts they eould not 
reach the tract in question. The worm 
that is proving its destruction is a 
large-sized timber grub. It is_a cham- 
pion borer, from all accounts, making 
a hole through the tree nearly a half 
an inch in diameter , and keeping busy. 
Green timber is protected from its 
ravages either by some secretion in the 
sap of the tree or some quality inher- 
ing in the timber, 

The Weyerhaeusers find they have 
lost from 25 to 30 per cent of the dead 
timber they have been cutting. This 
comes from the breaking of the tops 
of the trees when they fall, due primar 
ily} to there being no green branchs to 
break the foree of the impact when 
the tree strikes the ground, and also to 
the sap of the fire-killed tree being a 
dead loss,

Among them is John Chit- 
wood, a woodsman by nature and a 
pioneer of Clatsop county. In speaking 
of the movement to establish the dis- 
trict into a national park he said: 

“T am glad to see steps being taken 
to have a national park made of Saddle 
mountain. | When this is done it will 
be one of the grandest possessions of 
the government. To fully appreciate 
its beauty one must go where he can 
see. Ihave often thought of such a 
movement, but not until this year has 
it heen placed in practical form. Sad- 
dle mountain and Humbug mountain, 
comprising in all about 6400 acres, 
eould not be more admirably located 
for the purpose intended. The scenic 
beauties of the location cannot be 
surpassed and I am proud to say I have 
tramped over almost every foot of it. 
At the present time the location is 
easily accessible by the county road 
and the present right-of-way of the 
Nehalem railroad leads immediately 
between the two. Young’s river, 
Lewis and Clark, the Nezanicum, Hum- 
bug ereek and various other streams 
find their source in these mountains 
and lend a splendid view from every] 
point of the compass.

The new steamer Inland Empire, of 
the Open River Transportation Com- 
pany, which recently made a successful 
trip from Celilo to Paseo, failed to 
reach her home port in good order. 
On the trip down the river the Inland 
Empire mixed matters with some of 
the rocks in the rapids near Hoover 
and was badly damaged. The fuel 
supply was lost and it was necessary 
for the government steamer Umatilla 
to take hold and beach the craft.

That there was a deficit last year of 
$11,000 is perhaps excusable on ac- 
count of unforseen expenses and neces- 
sary expenditures required to more 
thoroughly equip the fire and street 
departments but unfortuwately the 

tax levy already made for the ensu- 
ing year is so small that another 
deficit will inevitably ocecur unless 
either additional revenues are secured 
or the expenses of the city greatly re- 
duced, Itisto be hoped that such a 
condition will not again oceur and I 
consider it incumbent upon the com- 
mon eouncil to exercise every precau- 
tion to guard against the expenses ex- 
ceeding the income one single dollar. 
Either provide for reducing the ex- 
penses or else make provisions to in- 
crease the revenues of the city to meet 
the expenses and it would be wise to 
do both. The charter places it within 
your power to license almost every oc- 
cupation and business conducted within 
the city and resort should be had te an 
occupation tux rather than face any 
deficit. 

While the expenses of the fire de- 
partment have been quite heavy dur- 
ing the past year, much of this has tre- 
sulted from repairing the two engines 
and purchasing a new combination 
chemical engine and hoee wagon and 
other apparatus and supplies which 
have thoroughly equipped that depart- 
ment so that during the coming year 
the expense of maintaining it should 
be greatly reduced. 

During the past few years the street 
department has been considerably en- 
larged by the city acquiring’and operat- 
ing both a steam roller and street 
oprinkler.

Supreme Court Commissioners 
Cannot Hold Office Legally 








There wil} be no supreme court com- 
missioners after March 1, unless the 
legislature reenacts the statue creating 
the two offices which was passed two 
years ago at the sesson of 1907. This 





statute was a% special statute passed 
for propose of reliveing the eongestion 
of business before the supreme ‘ourt. 
At that time it was expected that the 
constitutional amendment submitted to 
the people providing for an increase of 
the number of supreme court justices 
from three to five would be passed. It 
was found, however,. that the amend- 
men was ful! of jokers and it was kill- 
ed at the polls. 

The appointment of Will R. King 
and R, J, Slater as supreme court com- 
mixsioners has been a to 
the court and with their aid the tribu- 
nal har been able to keep up with the 
cases brought before it. The law pro- 
viding for these feommissioners, how- 
ever, says they shall hold office for two 
years from the time of their appoint- 
ment by the governor. They were ap- 
pointed a very short time after the 
close of the the 1907 legislature and 
consequently their terms will expire a

‘The department has ordered the rev- 
enue cutter Manning to Neah Bay, 
where she will be stationed for the pur- 
pose of rendering aid to distressed ves- 
sels until the life saving tug recently 
built in the east arrives and is ready 
to go into commission. The stationing 
of a cutter at Neah Bay is a wise pre- 
caution, but why is it that the depart- 
ment continues to overlook the Colum- 
bia river and refuses to dispatch a cat- 
ter to this port? Everybody knows 
that in addition to the Columbia river 
being one of the most important ship- 
P ping points in the northwest, it is so 

situated that a cutter stationed here 
would be in cioser proximity to dis- 
tressed vessels in the storm sections of 
the Pacific, both north and south, than 
would one kept at any other port and 
would thus be able to render the quick- 
est aid. It has been some years since 
acutter was stationed here, but why 
can only be imagined. Last winter 
after numerous protests were made to 
the department following a disastrous 
wreck at sea, the Manning was ordered 
to Astoria, but she never came, ex- 
cepting once to get mail, when she de 
parted and has not been seen” since. 
Fortunately there have been no bad 
wrecks in the north Pacfic this winter, 
but there may be before the season’s 
gales are over and the time to urge the 
department to send a cutter here is 
now, before any accidents occur. 
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Attention has been called numerous 
times to the advantages afforded here 
for the location of a wholesale store, 
especially in the grocery line.

down Thirty-third, Thirty-fourth, Thir; 
ty-fifth, Thirty-sixth, Thirty-seventh 
streets and thus provide means for 
carrying away the large amount of sur- 
face water that does such damage to 
property in that section of the city 
every winter. One trouble with. the 
present drain is that it runs across pri- 
vate property and also diverts the 
waters from its natural channels, 
whereas by constructing drains down 
the streets named, “it is believed by 
those interested the water will be car- 
ried away without injury to the ad- 
jacent property. 
























































There will probably be some gort of 
a measure introduced at the coming 
session of the legislature to divide the 
work of Judge McBride of this judicial 
district. Two bills are now under con- 
sideration, but which one will be sub- 
mitted has not been fully decided upon, 
One plan is to name an assistant judge 
and leave the district as it is, while the 
ather is to create a new district, but 
dividing the’present one. ‘The Fifth 
judicial district ineludes Clackamas, 
Washington, Columbia and Clatsop 
counties and if the division is made, 
Columbia and Clatsop counties will 
comprise one district, while Clackamas 
and Washington counties will comprise 
the other. This’ would mean that 
Judge McBride would be the judge in 
the upper district while a new judge 
would be appointed for Clatsop and 
Columbia counties, The division 
would also necessitate the appointment 
of another district attorney. The lat- 
ter bill is expected to meet with consid- 
erable opposition as each of the new 
districts will be anxions to retain Judge 
MeBride, who ia everywhere recagniz- 
ed as one of the abliest jurists jn the 
state.

A samwill which asa rule is built on 
the river banks and has land made of 
sawdust, is very detrimental and then 
the sewerage helps to pollute the wat- 
ers, But the worst enemy that civili- 
zation has brought forth for the salmon 
fry is the irrigation ditches which kill 
salmon fry by tlie millions. . Then we 
have the natural enemy, the trout, that 
devour more salmon fry than any one 
is aware of. We have also one more 
enemy of the salmon fry and it is the 
larger fry. There is in every stream 
where salmon frequert, whether they be 
hatchery streams or not, a certain 
amount of salmon fry that stay in the 
streams from 12 to14 months. They 
then become a fingerling from four to 
six inches long. Those fingerlings will 
prey upon the fry that is turned out 
the year after. They do not devour as 
many fry as a trout per day, but being 
so many of them the loss is larger. 
When we know that we have all 
those impediments and enemies of ovr 
fry why don’t we do_ something that 
will lessen those evils. My theory has 
always been and always will be to get 
away from the upper rivers where 
those conditions exist. We have many 
good places for hatcheries and rearing 
ponds down to the mouth of the Col- 
umbia. We could get the spawn from 
the hateheries that we have in the up- 
per rivera but in these hatcheries (they 
would then be only eyeing stations. 
When the spawn is ready to be shipped 
they should be sent to, the hatcheries

That divorce ia two and one-balf | 
times as common {p the United States | 
as it was forty years ago and that one 
marriage In twelve nowadays ends In 
divorce are conclusions reached by of 
ficlals of the census bureau at Wash 
ington In a new compliation of statis 
tles of marriage and divorce covering 
the twenty years from 1887 to 1906, jo 
clusive. 

A previous Investigation covering | 
the twenty year period from 1867 to 
1886, inclusive, had been carried out 
by the department of labor, and Mr 
Carroll D. Wright, who was then com 
missioner of Jabor, bas been assoc!- 
ated with the present inquiry as an 














expert special agent of the census bu- 
reau. 

In the twenty year period covered by 
have 
In 


the latter investigation there 
been 2.044 marriages recorded. 
the same time there have been 945,62. 
divorees. For the previous twenty 
years there had been reported 328,716 
divorces, little more than a third of 
the number for the second twenty 
year period, When the first investiga- 
tion was instituted, forty years ago, 
divorces occurred at the rate of 10,000 
a year. Now the annual rate 1s 66,000. 
This increase, however, is to be con- 
sidered in connection with increase in 
population, 

The report adduces statistics to 
show that divorces are now increasing 
about three times as fast as popyla 
tion, while during the decade 1870 
1880 they Increased only about two 
and two-thirds as faust. The divorce 
rate for each 100,000 of population in- 
creased from twenty-nine in 1870 to 
elghty-two in 1905. In the former year 
there was one divorce for ever 441 
persons and in the latter year one for 
every 1,218. 

But a more significant divorce rate 
is that which is based not upon totai 
population, but upon married popula- 
tion. The rate for each 100,000 mar- 
ried population was 81 in the year 1870 
and 200 In the year 1900. 

Geographically UMnols leads in total 
divorces granted for the lust twenty 
year period, with 82,209, and Ohio is 
second, with 68,982, other states being 
close up. 

New York's list of divorces for the 
twenty years ended and inclusive of 
1906 was 29,125, whereas for the pre- 
vious twenty years it had been 15,- 
855. The rate in 1900 was twenty- 
three for each 100,000 population, In 
1880 It was sixteen, 

Pennsylvania's total for the last 
twenty years as 89,686 and that of 
Massachusetts 40, The highest 
rate in the eastern states is that of 
Maine, 117 for each 100,000 popula- 
tion, 

Wives obtain two-thirds of the di- 
vorces. Desertion constitutes 38.9 per 
cent of the grounds for all divorces, 
and neglect to provide, unfaithfulness, 
cruelty and drunkenness are other 
grounds, Vive divorces are granted 
the wife for cruelty to one for the 
busband, Alimony was asked by three 
wives out of sixteen and obtained by 
two out of sixteen, 

An odd feature of the report is that 
the proportion of husbands who asked 
for allmony was 28 per cent and that 
2 per cent obtained it, In Utah six 
husbands obtained divorces for non- 
support, 

The fifth year of married life seems 
to have been the most dangerous and 
most likely to bring the matrimonial 
ship upon the rocks. From the first 
to the fifth year the ratio Increases, 
but after the fifth year there 1s less 
tendency to separation, although the 
number of divorces does not fall be 
low that of the first year. 

The ave © duration of marriages 
terminated divorcee is about ten 
years. Sixty per cent, or three-fifths, 
last less than ten yhars, and 40 per 
cent last longer.

to his face—Hterally ithing himself 
In blazing alcohol. That completed 
the tests for the first day. As so« 
they were finished the physicians 
present examined Foskett, and they 
could find not the slightest trace of a 
burn or blister. Foskett told them 
that the flames did not. give him the ; 
slightest sensation of burning; that he 
felt comfortably warm and pleasant 
and nothing more. 

The second tests were made on the 
next afternoon at the home of Pro- 
fessor James in Cambridge, Mass., 
and under the same conditions as the 
day before. Considerable mystery is 
thrown about them. Mr. Hall said 
they were so startling that he did not 
care to discuss them until they had 
been tried again. Another scientist 
who was there said that Foskett per- 
formed all of his experiments of the 
day before and then “absolutely and 
positively dematerialized.

A portion of this “toe” on the up 
streain end of the dam sank about 
forty feet on Nov, 21. Durlog several 
weeks prior to this date a slide under 
the high trestle of the relocated Pan- 
ama railroad at Gatun made neces.

quantity of rock before the roadbec 
was brought up to grade, On Nov, 15 
fhe Chagres river flooded the track 
at Gatun. At the same time the ru 
mor of bayjng discovered a subterra- 
nean lake on the site of Gatun dam 
and beneath ft came out.

“The plan for constructtug the dan 
fs to pump sand and clay upon the 
site selected until the hill ts 135 fee: 
above sea level and 1,700 feet wide 
across the valley. This sand and clay 
have been found In large quantities 
down the Chagres valley, convenient 
to the site, and have proved to be 
good material for a dam. The dam 
will be made by suction dredges, 
which will pump the material mixed 
with water npon the site, and the wa- 
ter running off will leave a closely 
homogeneous material, For the pur 
pose of adding weight fo the dam and 
to prevent material from sliding north 
and south, as a great mass of earth 
is likely to do, two walls, or toes, are 
being built across the valley. 

“The north or downstream toe i 
composed of rocks and earth taken at 
the site of the locks, The south or 
upstrean) toe is compoxed of bard 
rock taken from the cut at Bas Obis 
po. The ridge of Bas Obispo rock gl 
thirty feet broad at the top and When 
completed will be sixty feet high. Tt 
has reached that helght in one place 
and bas one to one and a half slope. 

“Retween the north ard south toe 
2,000,000 enbie yards of clay and sand 
from the Chagres valley will be pump- 
ed. The object of these toes Is to hold 
the material of the bydraulie fil! unt! 
the water has drained off. 

“The rock wall of the south toe has 
been extended to the spillway, closing 
the old channel of the Chagres and 
past diversion beside the old French 
canal, the river finding an outlet 
throngh the east diversion dug by the 
French. The oid French canal crosses 
the Chagres at five different places be 
tween Boblo and Gatun, and it Is 
through that channe! that the greatest 
part of the Chagres flows to Gatun. 

“A short distance above the dam the 
Gatunetilo flows Into the Chagres, The 
building of the toe forces the water of 
the Gatuncillo and that of the French 
channel or canal to seek an outlet at 
a right angle to its natural course, and 
It bas caused the flats south of Gatun 
to be flooded when heavy rains occur, 
as the diversion of the French canal 
fs not wide enongh to receive the 
quantity of water that flows down the 
valley and floods the lower parts. The 
hich water of Nov. 15 was simply the

times during this rainy season, flood- 
ing the flats of Gatnn on the south of 
Mt, and it was unusually high, as the 
water rose In some places as much as 
eight Inches above the ralla.

'The idea that there Is a lake under 
the site of Gatun dam probably orig: 
Inated from the fact that the borings 
male at close Intervals all over the 
fam site revealed water In about 10 
per cent of the holes sunk. The re- 
sults of these borings were published 
Sept. 2, 1908, and nothing has devel- 
oped further. The report on these ex- 
plorations, which will appear in the 
annual report of the chairman and 
chief engineer to congress, covers the | 
matter thoroughly from a_ technical 
standpoint. Briefly, it shows that wa- 
ter under pressure was found in sev- 
eral places under the dam site. 

“The fact that there was no commu- 
nication between the various holes 
shows beyond question that the water 
under the dam sife is In pockets and 
is not a pool or lake, and the fact that 
the water was under pressure and rose 
In the test holes shows that it has no 
outlet, In addition to the borings two 
test pits were sunk 100 feet below sea 
level, and they merely confirmed whut 
the borings had already shown—that 
the dam is being built on a very firm 
foundation of impervious clay. 

“What {s frue of the foundation of 
the dam is also true of the foundation 
of the locks. There is no question at 
all of its satisfactory character. The 
locks are being constructed in a series 
of three double locks, making a rise 
from sea level to the eighty-five foot 
level of the Gatun lake. Each lock is 
1,000 feet long, 110 feet broad at the 
entrance and 411-8 feet deep in fresh 
water over the sills. 

“The excavation for the south or up- 
per lock is practically completed, and 
the concrete work will be begun as 
soon as the power handling and mix- 
ing plants are delivered on the Isth- 
mus and ean be put in running order, 
The excavation in the second and third 
locks Involves the removal of 1,400,000 
euble yards of material by steam shoy- 
els and 400,000 eubie yards by suction 
dredges. The steam shovel work is al- 
ready well advanced, and the dredging 
will be begun soon. 

“The locks will be built entirely of 
concrete, forming a series of three wa- 
ter tight boxes, each divided into two | 
parts. Beneath the level of the floor 
of the upper and second locks a cur 
tain wall will be sunk to a suffictent 
depth to keep out whatever water is 
now finding or is likely to find its out- 
let beneath the lock site. The excaya- 
tion on the curtain walls will be begun | 
in a few weeks. The plans for the 
locka have been completed in all but a | 
few details.

“The slide on the relocated Ine of 
the Panama ratlroad at Gatun ts simi 
lar to those which occurred at Cuca- 
racha and at other points along Cule 
bra cut and at Miraflores tunnel.

fish again have free access to their 
spawning places, and until they every- 
where enjoy full protection during the 
spawinng seagon,"” 

Further on, referring to the abund- 
ance of salmon in the Rhine during 
the middle ages, when it was necess- 
ary to protect the apprentices and ser- 
vants at Cologne and Mayence by an 
official deerée against being compelled 
to eat Rhine salmon during the season 
every day, both for dinner and supper, 
Mr. Keller says: . 

“In those times the head waters of 


possess an abundance of excellent 
spawning places, were not yet cut off 
by weirs.”

Since this was 
written, Germany has proceeded to 
abolish these weirs in narrow waters, 

Authority after authority could be 
quoted insisting that salmon be hatched 
and spawned near their natural spawn- 
ing grounds. All insist that the sal- 
mon from infancy should be permitted 
to grow strong enough in overcoming 
the lesser dangers in the rivers, to 
overcome the greater dangers in the 
ocean. Where the water is always 
elear and where the small salmon can- 
not, as they doin the rivers, escape 
from their enemies by darting under a 
pebble or by swiming onto the shallow 
banks. 

As to the small salmon caught in the 
wheels and traps being all stunt male 
Chinooks who never return to the 
ocean, we would {like to recall Mr. 
Hansen’s memory to a report which 
the fishery commitee of the Oregon 
legislature made in 1889, That year it

ocean, The salmon of the large run 
which went up the river some time ago 
are now falling back in an exhausted 
condition, having deposited their 
spawn near the headwaters. Many of 
them are floating back dead and a great 
many more are in adying condition. 
In nearly every case their tails are 
worn threadbare, their eyes sunk deep 
in their heads, and their bodies covered 
with a thick coat of fungus, The fish 
of the up-going run, which 18 now here, 
are fresh, bright, round, and fat; their 
eyes are bright and rounded out; and 
they are much above the average in 
size.”” 

Fishing Inspector Thomas Mowat, 
writing from New Westminister, B. 
C., September 6th, 1890, to Judge 
James G. Swan, says: 

“T have much pleasure in informing 
you that Ihave proof without doubt 
that the Oncorhynchus, or Vacifie sal- 
mon, do in many eases return to™ fresh 
water annually, for the purpose of re- 
producing their species. I have proof 
of this in the case of the quinnat 
(Oneorhynchus chouicha) and sockeye 
(Ounerka), and I am confident from 
observations that I have made, that; 
the cohoes (Oncorhynchus kisutch,) do 
return in larger numbers than those 
first mentioned. 

“During the seasons of 1884-’85-’86, 
I made use of the leather, or harness 
maker’s punch, to mark the quinnat 
salmon after they had been partially 
stripped of their eggs and were obliged 
to be returned to the pens. The mark- 
ing was done by punching one or. more 
holes through the adipose dorsal fin, 
and {then passing a piece of colored 
cloth or twine through the hole, so as 
to distinquish them from the fish that 
had not been handled. Sometimes we 
eut a portion, or the whole, of this fin 
off, and these fish were returned to the 
water after we bad finished stripping 
them. 

‘Two successive years later a few of 
the fish so marked passed through ovr 
hands and were recognized, and J] 
learned that some had been taken by 
the netters. It must be understood 
that the strings were not left on the 
fish. The fin was found to be withered 
somewhat, with the hole partially 
grown up. 

“Since the season of 1887 we have 
been operating on the sockey and as I 
have already described, some of these 
were marked in similar manner; but Soe 
owing to having so many in the pens .

Joseph Pulitzer; who is accused by 
President Roosevelt of libeling the 
United States government through 
publications in his newspaper, the 
New York World, celebrated the twen- 
ty-fifth anniversary of bis connection 
with the World only a few weeks ago. 
As the president's recent, special mes- 
sage to congress was devoted chiefiy 
to the alleged offenses of the World 
in connection with the charges of scan 
dal in the negotlations associated with 
the purchase of the Panama canal, 
the personality of Mr, Pulitzer is 
thrust into the foreground, It is an 
unusual thing for a private citizen to 
be mentioned specifically and singled 
out for eriticism and denunciation as 
the proprietor of the World was in this 
message. Mr. Roosevelt’s action was 
based on his belief that the circum- 
stances of this case justified a de- 
parture from precedents. 

Mr. Pulitzer was born in Budapest,-. 
Hungary, in 1847 and, coming to this 
country in 1864, entered the army and 
served until the end of the civil war 
in a cavalry regiment. Taking up his 
residence {nu St. Louis at the close of 
the war, he joined the Westliche Post, 
German, as reporter, rising to the 
managing editorship. In 1878 he 
bought the St. Louls Dispatch for a 
price said to have been $500, “and ex- 
pensive at that.” He united it with 
the St. Louis Post, and by application 
of his fdeas he turned the Post-Dis 
patch into one of the best paying and 
strongest papers In Missourl, In 1883 
he bought the New York World and

0. W. Hosford Lloyd J. Wenworth 
anda Captain James W. Shaver, who 
went from there to the mouth of the 
Willamette and across the Columbia 
river on the powerful towboat G. K. 
Wentworth to investigate conditions. 
The Wentworth had to break a chan- 
nel through the ice all the way after 
passing Linnton, She returned with- 
out having been damaged by the sharp} 
ice however. ‘‘A few days of cold 
weather will block the lower Willa- 
mette with solid ice strong enough to 
carry a person with safety,’’ said Cap- 
tain Hosford, ‘‘We found ice from one 
to two inches thick extending clear 
across the river below Linnton and it 
will rapidly get thicker afer the flow 
of the current has been checked by the 
first thin sheet. The river flows more 
slowly below Linnton than in the har- 
bor, for instance, but I am of the opin- 
ion that it willfreeze solid here unless 
there be an early rise in the tempera- 
ture.’””

National Business League of America 
Indorses College For Education of 
Young Diplomats—Plans on Foot 
For Their Benefit—Pension System 
For Old Age. 


Unusual efforts are to be made dur- 
ing the next few weeks to place be 
fore the public the great need of the 
extension of American commerce 
abroad in foreign lands by means of 
more uniformly well trained consuls. 
The National Business League of 
America bas written a strong Indorse- 
ment of the effort of the George Wash- 
ington university of Washington to de- 
velop a great consular training school 
in connection with its new College of 
Political Sciences and will send this 
indorsement out broadcast. . 

It is the intention to create in the 
public mind the great necessity for a 
new law which will give the perma- 
nency of statute to reform regulations 
Inaugurated by President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Root which alm at the 
divorcing of consular appointments 
and polities and placing the appoint- 
ments on the same basis as in the 
army and nary. 

With this idea in view representa- 
tive business men of the country have 
approved of the establishment of the 
consular training school, where any 
ambitious young man may fit himself 
for the important duties of a consular 
office and where he may look forward 
to a career of service without fear 
that the next change fn political ad- 
ministration will cause his recall, 

In connection with the indorsement 
of the National Business League of 
America there will also be issued two 
pamphiets written by men familiar 
with the needs of a consular training, 
Says a Washington spectal dispatch to 
the Chicago Herald. One is from the 
pen of Richard D, Harlan, D, D., 
LL. D., special representative of the 
George Washington university move- 
ment, and the other by John Ball Os- 
borne, chief of the bureau of trade 
relations, which is reprinted from the 
North American Review with addi- 
tonal notes. 

In its letter of indorsement the Na- 
tional Business league says that the 
extension of American commerce 
abroad and the increase of the na- 
tion’s Influence in foreign lands are 
matters which must interest every 
public spirited citizen, It points out 
that more uniformly trained consuls 
would secure this boon and that the 
Proposed new law and the establish- 
ment of a special consular training 
school would supplement each other. 
The National Business league's letter 
reads as follows: ° 

The league desires most impartially to 
commend all of these educational proj- 
ects to the generous financial support of 
the business men of the country. Only tn 
this way can we develop that class of 
trained men mentioned by Secretary Root 
from which the state department. can 
draw for its appointments to the foreign 
service in order that it may maintain the 
high standards that have at last been 
created for the consular service. 

But in order to co-operate with the unt- 
versities in their efforts to provide a spe- 
elal education for the new consular serv- 
ige career opened up by the reform reg- 
ulations the great commercial organiza- 
tions and influential business men through- 
out the land must now stir themselves to 
united action in favor of the immediate 
by congreas of a proper law, 
which, as Dr, Harlan well puts it, “will 
give the permanency of the stutute to the 
regulations which now merely rest upon 
@n executive order.” 

Dr. Harlan in his pamphlet reprints 
letters of commendation from Secre- 
tary Elihu Root in answer to a point- 
ed inquiry from a special group of 
New York importers, who ask, “What 
guarantee would the business inter- 
ests of the country have that the best 
graduates of such schools would ac- 
tually get the new appointments in 
the consular service?” Mr. Root's re- 
ply was so eminently satisfactory that 
they have since all subscribed to the 
sustentation fund of the university. 
Secretary Root declared he would 
raise the standards of admission to 
the consular service 100 per cent if 
the means were at hand for preparing 
enough then to attain those standards. 
Among the new plans on foot are 
higher salaries for the upper ranks of 
consulates, a pension system to care 
for old age after the best years of the 
consul officers bave been given over 
to the service.

This case was begun by the Initia 
tive of the commission to determine 
whether or not the Harriman financial 
forces in Wall street had violated the 
anti-trust law by consolidating the Un 
fon Pacific and Southern Pacifle roads, 
It was believed the consolidation had 
accomplished a combination In restraint 
of trade, a thing theoretically= repug- 
nant to the spirit of the anti-trust 
statute, 

Republican Made Laws Inadequate. 

That the consolidation did actually 
eliminate competition in what is com- 
monly known as “Harriman territory” 
every sleeping car porter, every brake- 
man, every office boy west of the Mis- 
sourl river and south of the Yellow- 
stone knew, yet so inadequate is the 
system of fesleral statutes “construct- 
ed” by the “constructive” Republican 
party that there exists no known agen- 
cy in the United States which has pow- 
er to place upon the records of the 
courts that universally known fact, 

Every one who knows anything about 
the matter knows that the combination 
is restraint of trade, and yet the 
mighty judicial arm of the law, co-or- 
dinating with the commission as of the 
mighty executive arm of the law, can- 
not officlally reiterate to the country 
what already the country knows.

“The requirement of a supersedeas 
bond before an appeal is taken to the 
superior court will make it unlikely 
that a litigant would appeal unless he 
believed that he could obtain a reversal 
of judgment. In the event of his fail- 
ure to win inthe superior court, the 
prevailing party could recover the full 
amount of the judgment, with costs 
from the bond. The effegt] will be to 
reduce the number of appeals.’’

The current, generated by a dyna- 
mo, goes into an interrupter at 220 
volts and there is transformed and 
transferred into between 700,000 and 
800,000 volts, Franklin plates are used 
as conductors. A Massey cooling de- 
vice is used to keep the disrupture 
discharge points cool. In the tuning 
coil the alternating current is changed 
into a high voltage oscillating alter- 
nating current, from which it is con- 
ducted to ground and anchor cap and 
thence to the antenna, where it is dis- 
charged into the air, 

The antenna on the cab of the loco- 
motive picks up the current, carries It 
down into the cab and irfto the receiv- 
ing instruments within a brass box 
not unlike a fire alarm box.

HB recent earthquake shocks In 
the Island of Sicily and In 
Calabria, which is in the 


southern portion of Italy, cre 
ated much suffering, In addition to 
widespread loss of life. In many por 
tions of the districts affected the peo- 
ple have been afraid to dwell within 
the walls of thelr home n if the 
latter were not destroyed. The uncer 
tainty of the situation for many thou- 
sands bas filled all Itallans with the 
deepest distress, for they fear the day 
when that part of the country which 
seems to have been most blessed by 
nature will be destroyed by the blind 
forces which nearly nineteen centuries 
ago overwhelmed Pompell and Hereu- 
laneum. All reports show that the 
present catastrophe constitutes one of

the greatest calamities recorded in his- | 


tory. 

Calabria and Sicily form the center 
of the earthquake district in this part 
of the world. The last serious earth- 
quake in Calabria occurred on Sept. 8, 
1905, when about 3,000 persons lost 
their lives, while over thirty towns 
were destroyed. Two thousand two 
hundred alone were reported as being 
buried at Martirano. 

Calabria forms the southern part of 
the former kingdom of Naples. The 
full force of the present earthquake 
seems to have centered on Sicily. The 
two principal cities affected there are 
Messina and Catania. The former is

almost at the extreme northeast point 
of the island and Is divided from Cala- 
bria by the strait of Messina, It is in 
close proximity to Mount Etna. 
Messina, next to Palermo the chief 
commercial town of Sicily, with up- 
ward of 90,000 inhabitants, is situated 
on the strait of Messina and is over- 
shadowed by a range of rugged, rocky 
peaks. It has experienced many vicis- 
situdes. It was founded by Cumaean 
pirates and Chalcidians about 780 B, C, 
It was an important place In the 
time of the Romans and bore a part 
in the naval wars of Caesar and Pom- 
pey. In A. D. 843 Messina was taken 
by the Saracens, who In turn were 
dispossessed by the Normans In 1062, 
During the elghteenth century Mes- 
sina Was overtaken by two overwhelm- 
ing calamities—a fearful plague in 
1740, from which 40,000 persons died, 
and an earthquake in 1873 which de- 
stroyed almost the entire town.

“It is only a question of 
time,”’ he said, ‘‘until su¢h appropria- 
tions will be made.

Sf Mill Creck, in this city. River 
men themselves could not have plac- 
ed it in amore secure place in this 
vicinity, The Regulator dock piling 
was demolished by floating ice aud the 
rise af the river. The Open River 
wharf boat was hoisted in the air by 
the jam, which turned it up so that 
at is new reating in cakes of ice on its 
side. The Columbia is open from the 
rapida, three miles east, of a point 
half a mile eustof The Dalles, At 
Seufert’s cannery the ice is piled 30 
feet, as high as the bluffs. Much ice 
is floating down stream and is being 
piled up between this city and Crater 
Point, two mills down. While a little 
anow is still on the ground here sleigh- 
ing is gone. The coldest temperature 
last night was 34. The mercury is up

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THE STAG 


A “Take” in Englands Oldest 
Deer Park 








Parts of certain great parks in Eng- 
land, such as Eridge park, the oldest 
deer park in the kingdom, are kept 
practically wild in their original forest 
state, while near to the castle is the 
cultivated home park, Bridge park 
contains 3,000 acres and is the only 
estate in England, with one exception, 
where deer taking with hounds {s still 
carried on. Bridge park once formed 
part of the royal chase. It still retains 
the wild beauty it then had, although 
there are more than seventy miles of 
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lovely drives in it, not counting those 
of the home park. 

Deer taking fs entirely different from 
deer hunting. The object is to take 
the animals alive so that they may be 
transferred to the home park to be fat- 
tened and eventually turned into ven- 
ison, 

The sport {s by no means as tame as 
it sounds. A seven to nine year old 
ted deer fs an awkward customer to 
tackle. He is powerful, agile and well 
armed with antlers and hoofs. 

When there is to be a deer taking at 
Eridge park the meet is planned for 11 
o'clock at the park keeper's house. 
The underkeepers, with fresh hounds, 
are scattered through the park to head 
off the stag should he come their way. 

The underkeepers having spread 
themselves over the park, the park 
keeper, with the “field” (those follow- 
ing mounted and on foot) set off to 
find a deer which looks ready for fat- 
tening purposes. Having selected one, 
it is the work of the keeper to get him 
separated from the rest and then to 
slip his hound and set after him as 
hard as we can gallop. The pace, of 
course, is tremendous, and as rabbit 
holes abound the risk of a fall is even 
betting or, rather, a trifle of odds on 
the certainty of our “taking a toss.” 
As our deer bounds away with his 
wonderfully easy, elastic movements 
he makes for the wildest part of the 
park, expecting to escape his pursuers. 

In one place after another he is met 
with hidden keepers and fresh hounds, 
till with the instinct of his species he 
turns to what he thinks is his sane- 
tuary—the lakes. With open mouth 
and tongue outhanging he plunges a 
good fifteen feet Into the water and 
swims for the opposite bank. Gasp- 
ing and tiring, he lands on what he 
hopes is freedom from his pursuers. 
But, alas, no! Yet another fresh hound 
1s after him. What can he do? He is 
too pumped with his already hard 
burst to face the hill before him. 

He turns around and tears down 
through the bracken with a hound on 
each side of him, ready to pull him 
down if they get but half a chance. 
It is a dingdong race, under trees, 
through bogs and bracken, up and 
down dells and breaks, smashing head- 
long through everything, anything, to 
rench the shelter of the friendly 
water once again. With a mighty 
spring he is In again. For a moment 
there is breathing space, for now the 
keepers and hounds, yet some way off, 
are making for the poor beast, which 
{s in the middle of the lake. Away he 
swims with graceful movement of his 
noble head, glancing all around at bis 
pursuers, but with bis mind fixed on 
his line of retreat, He reaches the 
shore, and, with dripping sides, he is 
out upon the bank. 

Again he makes an effort to bafile 
and leave behind those clinging hounds 
that would bear him down, And now 
two great hounds are stretching them: 
selves out to their utmost pace. Side 
by side they race after their tiring 
quarry;.in another minute they will 
have him. The stag, bowever, man 
ages to make a spurt, though he ts 
now stiffening rapidly, and just 
reaches some park palings surrounding 
the big lake.

The Olalla Dyk- 
ing Dam, recently completed at a great 
expense to the landowners on that 
slough, was damaged, and is rapidly 
being washed away, 

High wind was the cause of the 
high water. The steamer Newport on 
the lower bay was unable to make her 
regular trip with passengers and the 
mails in the morning. Farmers

Growing Tobacco In Maine. 

It has apparently remained for Pope 
Gibbs to demonstrate in his own gar- 
den, situated about a mile from the 
Soldiers’ home in Togus, that tobacco 
can be successfully grown in Maine. 
Last year Mr. Gibbs raised about 
eighty pounds of tobacco from seven- 
ty-nine plants. This year he raised 
very nearly the same amount from 
only thirty-five plants, the season be- 
ing much more favorable for the 
growth of the plant. Mr. Gibbs had 
no difficulty in disposing of the tobac- 
co which he raised last year and which 
was generally conceded to be of excel- 
lent quality. He cured it in his barn. 
which has a ventilator and where by 
opening the doors he was able to get 
the current of air necessary for the 
best results, the conditions being quite 
as favorable as in the best tobacco 
euring plants of the south. The opin- 
fon was very generally expressed last 
season that while Mr. Gibbs was suc 
cessful in raising tobacco in tifis state 
it would not be possible to mature the 
seed here, This year be has disproved 
this idea by maturing a tobacco stalk 
more than seven feet high, with an ex- 
ceptionally well developed clus of 
seeds.—Kennebee Journal.

At 
that time the bill passed the house by

It is estimated that there are not 
Jess than 1 000,000 acres of timberland 
in the state owned by big corporations. 
Under the present system of taxation, 
this property is not assessed on an 
average for more than $5 an acre, This 
assessment on a minimum basis is fig- 
ured at 25,000 fect per acre, or 4,000,- 
000 feet per quarter section. In other 
words, the existing valuation on this 
class of property is said to involve a 
tax of about 20 cents per 1000 feet. 

Assuming thut under the_Baels’ bill 
timber lands should be assessed for 50 
cents a 1000 feet and this is considered 
a very minimum valuation when based 
on areliable cruise, the increased as- 
sessable value of 1,000,000 acres of 
timber land on an average of 25,000 
feet an acre, would aggregate $7,500,- 
000. On his inereased valuation, a 
levy of 10 mills, exeeedingly low in

Salem, Or., Jan, 23—It will require 
$135,000 to maintain the Oregon state 
prison for the next two years and make 
the repairs and additions that are ne- 
cesasry to meet the growth of the in- 
stitution, according to the information 
gleaned by the committee on ways and 
means of the house, the membera of 
Which paid a visit to the penitenitary 
yesterday afternoon and took dinner 
with Superintendent James. 

Of the total amount $19,500 will be 
required to construct a chapel and 
school building, which it is desired 
shall be constructed in the form of a 
new wing attached to the present 
structure. In this sum also will be 
included the cost of new cells, 

Superintendent James would also 
like to be provided with money for the 
purchase of additional land to be used 
by the prisoners in waising produce for 
the use of the prison. It is not proba- 
ble that the ways and means committee 
will include provision for this purchase 
in their budget, however, owing to the 
many claims to be made vpon the state 
and the high price which would be ask- 
ed for the land needed for the purpose, 

It is considered practically certain 
that the sum of $135,000 will be ap- 
propriated for the support of the in- 
stitution.

THE TROUBLE lies in the fact that 
certain over ambitious Proprietors em- 
ploy advertising writers whodo not 
know the composition of the remedies 
they write about, and even if they did, 
they are not expected to know the 
therapeutic action of the various in- 
gredients. Two very familiar and oft 
repeated statements are, that the hair 
must be watered and fed just like a 
plant, and that the color of the hair, 
once destroyed, can be restored, by na- 
tural process. While both of these 
statements are false in every particular 
it requries some little knowledge of | 
the hair follicle to understand why the 
statements are false.

Spars and all similar maneuvers aloft, 
says Captain J. W. Gambier of the 
British navy in bis “Links In My Life,”

carry out the evolution frst accidents 
were frequent. Hardly a drill day 
passed withont men being seriously in- 
Jured. 

Once during a drill in Kiel harbor, 
where the rivalry in the fleet was in- 
creased by the eagerness of foreign 
ships to compete with the English, an 
unfortunate French midshipman went 
head first from the mizzen crosstrees 
of the French flagship to the deck. 

That numbers of accidents should 
take place in sail drill was not aston 
ishing when one remembers that spars 
measuring perhaps seventy or eighty 
feet long and weighing two or three 





tens were whisked about with be- 
wiidering speed with nothing but 
men’s hands and brains to guide 


them; hundreds of men crammed into 
a space of a few hundred square feet, 
where nothing but the most marvelous 
organization and discipline could avert 
death on deck or aloft. 

To the landsman, who understood 
nothing of the difficulty Involved in 
rapidly shifting these great masts and 
yards or in reeling and furling thou- 
sands of square feet of stiff canvas— 
perhaps wet or half frozen—the rapid- 
ity with which it was done was per- 
haps the chief wonder. 

Ropes, running like lightning through 
blocks that were instantly too hot from 
friction to be touched, had to be 
checked to within a few inches, requir- 
ing the utmost coolness and presence 
of mind, while the officer in com- 
mand had to superintend what to the 
uninitiated looked like a tangled mass 
of cordage, but which was in reality 
no more in confusion than the threads 
in a loom. 

In an instant this officer might see 
something going wrong. To delay a 
Single second meant a terrible catas- 
trophe. Every one, alow and aloft, 
was relying on his Judgment. 

“Belay! Ease away!" 

The order came in an instant. 
boatswain’s mates repeated it in a 
particular call which this Mfe and 
death necessity soon taught every one 
to understand, the shrill whistles rising: 
above the din of tramping feet and 
running ropes or the thunderous crash 
of the great sails in the wind. Death 
bad been averted—or not. If not you 
looked up and saw some unfortunate 
man turning head over heels in the 
alr.

Stephen T. Gage, and the Union Trust| 
company of New York, in which the 
government asks the forfeiture of a 
grant of congress of land worth  be-|! 
tween $50,000,000 and $60,000,000, 

All of the purchasers are either tim- 
ber dealers or individuals who bought | 
the land from the railroad company for 
Speculation purposes, it seems, In 
each of the 35 suits the land involved 
aggregates 1000 acres or The 
government asks for relief in all con- 
tracts between the railroad company 
and the defendants named and that the 
deeds be declared invalid. 

While the terms of the land grant 
are that the land is to be sold at $2.50 
an acre to actual settlers, it seems 
that in most of the cases cited in the 
complaint the purchases, who are not 
settlers by any means, were made for 
from $7 an acre upward.

The largest single sale is that to A. 
B. Hammond and Charles J. Winton 
of Wisconsin, of land most of which 
is in Tillamook county. This land 
alone has been assessed at $439,490. 
That Jand owned by these two_which is 
not in Tillamook is nearby in Yamhill 
and Washington“counties. 

The largest purchaser is the Booth- 
Kelly Lumber company which has 
secured from the railroad company 
more than 70,000 acres of Jand, much 
of which is timber. In several in- 
stances landgwas bough [from _ indivi- 
duals who made the original buy from 
the [railroad company, among them 
being Stewart B, Eakin and 1042 acres 
held by J. FP. and George H. Kelly 
taken over by the company in which 
they sre interested. 

In the complaint the government also 
asks that the railroad company and all 
other joint defendats deposit with an 
officer to be designated by the court 
any and all sums of money which 
either of them has realized or in 
any manner obtained by virtue of the 
sale of the land involved. ‘The com- 
plaint specifies further that the money |

The Indians are great on using the 
telephone. They have but little or no 
ase for the local boards, their calls 
being over the long distance, They 
do not put 1) a cell for the individual. 
They do not ask for White E 
Canton or Flying Cloud at Dartington. 
The call ts for “any Cheyenne.” The 
Same Is true as to the Arapahoes, 
Any member of the tribe Serves, 

An Indian puts in a call for any 
member of his tribe at Canton, Dar 
ington, Colopy, Lawton or any point. 
It is “up to” the manager to go out on 
the street and pick up an Lodian. 
one will do, so he is of the tribe asked 
for. He is put up to the phone and 
the talk proceeds. The talk being in 
Indian, no one knows what it is about. 

If an Indian, say, in Clinton wants 
to reach one of bis people, say, forty 
miles from Canton or any other given 
point, he calls for one of his tribes- 
men, tells him the message he desires 
delivered, and it is his business to de- 
liver it, even though it 
night trip and in a storm. 

A little Indlan baby dica near Clin- 
ton last year, and his mother desiree 
that her relatives attend the funeral 
services. They lived out on the prairie 
horthwest of Canton. The telephone 
was used and a member of the tribe 
directed to deliver the message to the 
mother’s relatives. It was delivered 
by a courier across the prairies and 
canyons, and the relatives came in 
over the Orient next day. 

Last summer a call came to Clinton 
for a Kiowa that was a poser for the 
manager. However, he found upon 
Inquiry among the Cheyennes that 
there was one who had lived among 
the Kiowas and spoke the dialect, He 
Was put up to the phone and received 
the call.—Clinton Cor. Dallas News,

}of the Southern Cross some years 
ago shows what an antarctic gale 
means, 


He and a comrade, Ellifsen, started 
out on a short sledge journey to carry 
provisions from one camp to another. 
It was in September, and the broken 
lee pack over which they must travel 
Was but a foot and a half thick and 
likely to break in pieces afresh or pile 
up In deadly masses at the merey of 
the sea and wind. The two men had 
three sledges and eighteen dogs. They 
had hardly started before the wind 
rose and a gale threatened. Halfway 
to their destination there was an ice- 
berg imbedded fn the pack ice, and 
they hastened to reach this before the 
storm should break. 

For five hours they tolled over the 
lee, the wind gradually rising. The 
gale broke in fury just as they reach- 
ed the iceberg, under whose lee they 
Pitched a tiny silk tent, into which 
they crawled after having fed their 
dogs as best they could. Hour after 
hour the wind raged, and the ther- 
nometer went to 9 degrees below zero, 
The snow drifted over and into the 
tent. Sleep was impossible. 

The explorers, who had met typboons 
in the China seas and cyclones in the 
tropics, found by the aneroid as well 
as by their own sensations that this 
gale surpassed them all. Worst of all, 


to crack. They knew well that the 
iceberg which protected them from the 
full force of the storm was the most 
dangerous place possible in other 
ways, as the ice was sure to separate 
first immediately round the berg, 
throwing tent, men and dogs into the 
icy seas. The cracking of ice was now 
to be heard above the roar of the 
wind. They dared not stay in their 
shelter. 

A little to the east, Bernacchi re- 
membered, was a cave in the body of 
the iceberg. Once in that, they would 
not at least be precipitated into the 
sea, even if they were carried away, 
leeberg and all. It was so dark that 
the wall of the berg could not be seen 
even when the hands touched it. The 
two explorers groped as_ best they 
could along the slippery walls, both 
hands on the ice and their bodies 
pressed against it. Halfway around 
they left the lee side and met the 
sale. It came like a solid thing, bear- 
ing them back and down. Not one 
inch could they move against it, and 
further exposure meant death. They 
groped back, blinded, deafened and 
almost paralyzed with cold, to shelter, 
Then they commenced a totlsome hunt 
for a foothold on the lee side some- 
where. Toward morning they found a 
low spur or projection, upon which 
they scrambled and lay down perfect- 
ly exhausted In the snowdrifts, which 
grew each moment, To this they owed 
their lives, for the snow soon covered 
them and kept in the warmth of their 
bodies. 

They dared not sleep for fear of 
never waking, so they roused each 
other alternately. At last day broke, 
and the gale abated. Crawling over 
the snow, their garments frozen stiff 
as boards, their beards solid lumps of 
ice, they managed to reach their tent. 
The ice bad not broken, though it was 
cracked here and there. They took 
food, slept, fed their dogs, who were 
deep In the drifts, but alive, and then 
courageously went ahead, “not caring 
to be beaten,” as Bernacch! expressed 
ft. It was 8 o'clock at night before 
they reached camp, but the next day 
they were exploring and taking photo- 
graphs and observations just as usual,

Salem, Jan. 26—That the tax collec- 
tion machinery of the state will be 
brought toa standstill and that state 
finances will be tied up and demoral- 
izd until the legislature is able to de- 
vise some method for tiding over the 
emergency and probably extending the 


tax, is the startling situation 
whieh Oregon is confronted. 
This chaotic condition iv 


the result 


of a sweeping decision of the supreme | 


court in the suit brought by Yamhill] 
county to restrain the payment of the 
amount apportioned to the county for 
state revenues. Although the question 
was not directly before the court, Jus- 
tice Bean in his decision took oceas- 
ion to declare that the existing system 
of apportioning the state tax is un- 
equal and unconstitutional. 

By the first of February the asses- 
ment rolls are turned over to the 


become payable. But if any taxpayer 
refuses to pay his state tax or pays un- 
der protest and then uses for its return 
the supreme court has practically said 
to him that it will sustain his position, 
and that the state has no right to col- 
lect the tax. 

The outcome of this situation is 
difficult to foresee. It seems impossi- 
ble the legislature will be able to put a 
new system into effect in time for 
now rolls to be made up for the pay 
ment of this year’s tax. This means 
embarrassment for the state, with 
practically no possibility of coliecting 
the $1,275,000 due from the counties 
until the legislature can find a way, 
and whether a temporary way can be 
found for this year is doubtful, consid- 
ering the steps that are necessary and 
the complications that may arise. 

Another grave possibility is that other 
taxes may be held up by the tangle, 
for taxpayers are likely to refuse to 
pay the state tax at all, and the usual 
practice of tax collectors has been to 
render one bili for all branches of the 
tax and to refuse to accept part pay- 
ment. If this policy should be pursued, 
all the machinery would be stopped 
and the enforeement of the unprotested 
tax by separate suits would be an un- 
thinkable process. The probable policy, 
it is safe to predict, would -be to allow 
the payment of other taxes until the 
state tax problem ean be worked out. 

Where will it all lead? This isa 
question that defies present answer. 
Apparently the work expended by the 
state tax commission is lin vain, for 
the court decision covers the proposed 
method of basing thejtax on the aver- 
age expeditures of counties for a 
series of years, and holds_that this,{too, 
would be illegal. The legislature has 
postponed the putting {into effect of 
this plan at different times, the last 
postponement being until 1912, and 
now the supreme court decides that it 
ean never be used. 

In short, Oregon is left without a 
valid system of apportionment of state 
taxes. The time is dangerously near 
when the collection it required by law. 
The only fortunate phase of the situa- 
tion is that the legislature is in session, 
and the tax experts of the state, 


vise some method of legal collection 
betore the year is out, though it would 


seem impossible to avoid months of |

PART HOLIDAYS 


Plan To Secure Complete Vote 
of Workingmen 


Salem, Or., Jan, 27—If a bill which 
is now being drafted by a lawyer of 
Portland and is scheduled to be intro- 
duced in the logisiature the last of the 
week, should be enacted into fa law, 
it will in all probability prove a prac 
tieal solution of one problem which has 
confronted political parties of ali 
shades of opinion in the past~—how to 
get the voters to the polls at both pri- 
mary and regular elections, 

By the terms of this bill every place 
of business must close at noon ondthe 
days when primaries are held and on 
election days with the exceptionJof un- 
dertaking establishments, drugstores 
and restaurants. Restaurants will 
be obliged to cease business at 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon and not reopen their 
doors until 4 o'clock, All other forms 
of employments must end at noon, with 
the single exception of that controlling 
atroet ear traffic, 

It is asserted that in the past intimi- 
dation bas been practiced by large cor- 
porations employing many men when 
they devired to defeat some measure or 
some political candidate deemed inimi- 
eal to their own interests, Employes, 
it is deelared, have even been required 
to work after regular hours in order to 
keep them away from the polls. In 
a majority of instances, where mills 
and factories shut down at 6 o'clock 
in the evening, an hour before the clos- 
ing of the polls, workmen have been to 
tired to walk a good distance out of 
their way to get to voting booths and 
have been further influenced by the 
knowled that they would arrive home 
late} for their evening meal. 

It has been decided to exelude street 
ear service from the operation of the 
proposed law. The Jaw will be appli- 
cable to the entire state in state 
elections and otherwise in such counties 
or municipalities as elections may be 
held apart from state elections.

CONFERENCE 
BILL LIKELY 


Touching On Liquor Question 
in Washington 





Olympia, Wash, Jan. 27—The 
Anti-Saloon league’s local option bill 
will never pass the legislature at this 
session. This fact has been establish- 
ed beyond doubt. In the’place of the 
bill, patterned after tne Illinois law, 
will likely be introduced a conference 
bill, made up by committees from 
both houses, although three distinct 
bills are now in process ofjconstruction. 
The league bill oceupies about 5000 
words, and is full in every detail. It 
is proposed to drawfa bil] much shorter 
and less complicated. 

It is supposed that the senate will ve 

unfriendly toa rigid local option bill, 
but it has been assumed that the house 
would pass a stringent law. The uc- 
tion yesterday in voting‘for there refer 
ence of the bill to the judiciary com- 
mittee as made it apparent that hard 
sledding is ahead for the friends of the 
measure which has been discussed al] 
over the state. 
Interest is intense. This is seen in 
the fact that during the discussion in 
the house yesterday the senate ad- 
journed, and during the entire after- 
noon and evening no other subject was 
discussed in the hotel lobbies, about 
the state house or in the streets. "A 
number of fable lobbyists representing 
the liquor interests are here, and are 
making every effort to block rigid leg- 
islation. It is econveded on all sides 
that a local option law will be passed, 
but from present indications the 
liquor dentist will be permitted to 
pull most of its teeth before it is fin- 
ally submitted to the governor for ap- 
proval.

Carpentras, France, Jan. 28—The 
second execution in Franee under the 
revival of the law of capital punish- 
ment took place here today, and althou 
the scenes accompanying it were less 
regretable than those attending the 
quadruple execution at Bethune, Janu- 
ary 1, they were very unplesant and 
will undoubtedly hasten parlimentary 
action toward mking future executions 
private. The guillotine was erected 
on a public square alongside the prison. 
The locality was cordoned with soldiers 
who effectually blocked all the streets, 
but an impatient crowd which had as- 
sembled during the night demanded 
that it be given a chance to witness 
the execution. 

Some people climbed up on ladders, 
from which they kept the othera in- 
formed of the details of the proceed- 
ings, while the windows of the houses 
overlooking the square were jummed 
with people. The condemned man, 
Remy Denvers, who had cruelly shot 
an aged farmer and his wife was first 
made aware of his fate by the yells of 
the crowd that surrounded the prison. 
He came out of the prison yard with 
livid face and staring eyes, and it was 
necessary to make use of force to get 
him to the guillotine and his head in 
position for the fall of the blade.

FATHER JOON 
OF CRINSTADT 


How a Famoss Russian Priest 
was Revered 





Although phroad minded man and 

Scoffer At Superstition, the late 
Father Join of Cronstadt, Russia, by 
his zeal and/dévotion to the church 
made gach Aeep impression on the 
people of Russia that he was untver- 
sally/ know there as the holy seer 
and miradle worker of the empire. 

A mediaeval spirit pervaded the 
Russiay church, and largely the life 
of the people, at the beginning of his 
minstry In 1855, but by bis unique 


.|mefhods, his life and his personality 


he Antrenched himself firmly in the 
hearts*of the Russians. His fame 
gpread, healing powers were ascribed 
to him, the raising from the dead of a 
girl In a cancer hospital at St. Peters- 
burg -was attributed to bim, and bis 
house soon became the Mecca for pll- 
grimages by the faithful. 

It was not merely among the lowly, 
however, that Father John was re- 
veredsand adored. The Inte Emperor 
Alexander UL. admired the sterling 
qualities of the priest and constantly 
honored and befriended him. It was 
for him that he sent when he lay dy- 
ing, and it was from his hands that 
the last sacraments of the church 
were administered. Father John also 
appeared as a conspicuous figure at 
the solemnities attending the corona- 
tion of the present czar. 

The faith which the present empress 
placed in Father John was shown 
when she made the pilgrimage to the 
shrine of St. Seraphim to pray for the 
desired heir to the Russian throne. 

The surname of the dead priest was 
Sergieff, but it was known to only a 
few of his followers, he being Father 
John to virtually all. 

The ignorance and the religious fa 
naticism of the Russinn peasantry are 
illustrated in a striking manner by the 
almost blasphemous veneration of 
which Father John, much against his 
will, was made the object. Some time 
ago a peasant in the government of 
Kostroma wrote a hymn in honor of 
Father John, placing him almost on an 
equality with the persons of the Trin- 
ity. The Kronstadt priest wrote a se- 
vere letter to the peasant, rebuking 
him for his blasphemy, but this bad 
no effect, so he was compelled to go 
in person to Kos In order to 
put a stop to the growth of a sect 















which was being founded to warship 
of 


him. This is only one case out 








that Father John was the Christ, the 
reincarnation of the divine spirit. 
One aged pilgrim who holds fast this 
belief when he was arrested and 
threatened with punishment declared 
with enthusiasm that he would gladly 
die for his savior. Portraits of Father 
John are frequently used as icons and 
are venerated in the same way. 


Culinary Conceits. 


Cheap cuts of meat can be served 
palatably in stews and croquettes. 

To beke pancak without greasing 
the griddle add a tablespoonful of but 
ter or half a cup of cream to the bat- 
ter. 

When making a pea soup, if the peas 
are boiled a little while separately 
with a pinch of common washing soda 
they will be found to cook much more 
quickly.

Pare some large apples and core 
them, fill the centers with chopped 
figs, cover with sugar, put into a deep 
baking dish, add a little water and 
bake, basting well from time to time.

Costs Piling up With Nothing 
to Offset Them 


Port Townsend, Jan. 29—With the 
resignation of Capt. John Williams 
“from the command of the British bark 
‘Osborne, a readjustment of the busi- 
ness affairs of the bark discloses how 
expensive is the handling of vessels

“You women wish the same rights 
as men. Then do the same duties—do 
military service.” 

“We are tired of hearing you men 
throw this up at us whenever we de- 
mand the right of suffrage. We will 
do military service, You assume that 
we cannot endure military hardships, 
We can do our part—that fs, the light 
er part. Our arms and accouterments 
may be of a weight proportionate to 
our physique.” 

Such was the reply of Mrs. Susan 
Armstrong to who in 
his next message to congress transmit- 
ted the demand. An act was intro- 
duced creating a corps of women to 
in such Arm 
strong had Indicated. They were to be 
enrolled as infantry, though the intro. 
ducer of the bill disavowed any slur 
on the women from a double meaning 
of the word. If they were found effee- 
tive as foot soldiers a corps of cavalry 
and one of artillery were to be added. 
An amendment was introduced leav- 
ing the selection of the uniform with 
the women enrolled.

appointed and its equipment furnished 
by the government. Elght hundred 
womer met in council, Mrs, Arm- 
strong was elected president, and the 
meeting proceeded to business. Miss 
Owen moved that a committee be ap- 
pointed to design a uniform.. The mo- 
tion was put and carried and the com- 
mittee appointed by the chair. It 
was then announced that the work 
had already been done, a uniform had 
been selected and would be presented 
to the meeting. 

Miss Wrinkle, chairman of the com- 
mittee, read a description of the uni- 
form. It was to be of blue cloth, 
tailor made; jacket faced with yel- 
low, skirt to fall three inches below 
the knee, hat of felt on wire frame 
crown, inverted bell shaped, four 
inches high, brim one yard in diame- 
ter, ostrich feathers of suitable shades 
to match, 

When the description had been read 
the president announced that the mat- 
ter of its adoption was open to dis- 
cussion. 

Miss Skinner—I should like to ask 
what sized bustle is to be used. 

Miss Wrinkle—There will be no bus- 
tle. The uniform is to be for service, 
not ornamental. 

Miss Skinner (sharply)—H’m! With 
no bustle perhaps some of us may dis- 
play figures by no means ornamental. 

Mrs, Latherly—Will the chairman of 
the committee please inform us if 
there is to be a uniform hip breadth? 

Miss Wrinkle—The hips are to be the 
natural size. 

Mrs. Latherly—Mrs. President, if the 
hips are to be natural size I would 
suggest enlisting only women with 
average hips, How would the rear 
rank look with— 

The President—The lady is out of or- 
der, Miss Blackmore! 

Miss Blackmore—Are there to be 
two battalions—one of blonds, the oth- 
er of brunettes?

York to Albany 


In August, 1808—the é@xact day ts a 
matter of dispute—the steamboat Cler- 
mont made the first passage by steam 
from New York to Albany, The dis- 
tance, somewhat less than 150 miles, 
was covered in thirty-two hours, a 
record hailed as a triumph In speed, 
for previously the passage between 
the two cities averaged four days, 

Robert Fulton had experimented 
with steam several years, but the Cler- 
mont was the first boat he constructed 
on a large scale, As he could not get 
the engine he wanted in this country 
he ordered one from England. The 
Clermont was so reconstructed in the 
following winter that it gave more 
commodious accommodations to tray- 
elers, ayd the year 1808, which was 
the first year of regular travel by 
steamboat, Fulton made it a point to 
start his boat precisely on scheduled 
time. Curlously enough, a portion of 
the public complained of this, It was 
not until 
that travelers got accystomed to it, 
Previously boats had | held for 





been 
two hours af the request of passen- 
gers who weren't ready. Fulton's per- 
severance won public approval before 
the season closed.—Anaconda Stand- 


ard.

EMERGENCY 
TAX MEASURE 


Will Affect State Tax This’ 
Year Only | 


The tax measurepassed by the legis-| 
lature is. purely an emergency law, | 
affecting the state tax alone and effec-| 
tive for this year only, The legislature | 
will be compelled to enact permanent | 
legislation during the present session, 
which will, when it goes into effect, | 
void the emergency law. | 

The state board, acting as an equal- 
izing board, will have the power to call 
witnesses, administer oatns and make | 
investigations to determine the actual | 
value of the property assessable in the | 
different counties, They will use the 
assessors’ figures of the present year 
four their basis and from that will in- 
vestigate and determine what the real 
value of the taxable property in the 
different counties will be. They will 
then from that compute what each 
county should pay in proportion to the 
whole revenve needed by the state and| 
upon this proportion will base the re- 
apportionment of the state tax. In 
this way the different counties wil] be. 
made to pay at least approximatl, 
what they should pay. It may be that 
some will have to pay less than their 
present assessed liabilities to the state 
and it may also be {that im some in- 
stances they wil] pay more. In all pro- | 
bability there will be a greater num- 
ber to pay additional sums than those 
which will pay less. 

The bill prepared is an emergency 
measure merely and intended to re- 
main in force only to bridge over the 
present tangle and make it possible for 
the legislature to enact a permanent 
and adequate tax measure. 

It is provided in gection 1 of the bill 
that seven days after is signature by 
the governor, secretary of state and 
state treasurer, acting jointly, shall 
meet at thefstate capitol and ascertain 
the total amount of revenue necessary 
for state purposes, and shall apportion 
the aforesaid total revenue among the 
several counties. The governor shall 
be chairman, the secretary of state 
shall be secretary of such officers act- 
ing as the board. A majority of said 
officers shall constitute a quorum, and 
the act on decision of a majority shall 
be deemed the act or decision of the 
board. No vacancy shall impair the 
right or power of the remaining officers 
to exercise all powers herein confirm- 
ed. 

The manner of ascertaining the pro- 
portion of taxs to be paid by each 
county is provided for as follows: 

“Said statelofficers shall determine 
and ascertain the total taxable pro- 
perty in each county as last assessed by 
the county assessor thereof and shall 
adjust and equalize the same among the 
several counties. x x x And each 
county shall pay such proportion of 
such state tax as the equalized value of 
taxable propery within such county as 
go ascertained and equalized by said 
officers bears to the total amount of 
taxable property in all of the counties 
of the state as so determined and 
equalized.”” 

For determining the manner of as- 
certaining and equalizing the amount 
of taxable property the following pro- 
vision is made in section five: 

“Jn order to ascertain and equalize 
the amount of taxable property in each 
county and in the state the said officers 
shall examine the summaries of assess- 
ments made in the several counties 
made by the county assessors and equal 
ized by the county boards of equalizu- 
tion as certified by the county clerks to 
the secretary of state, and may obtain 
such other information as they may 
deem necessary to enable them to ar 
certain the true relative value of such | 
taxable property in the several counties 
and shall determine from such values 
80 equalized the ratio of such equalized | 
value of taxable property in ench county | 
to the value of all the taxable property 
in the state as -#0 equalized and for| 
such purpose the said offizers or any of 
then may summon witnesses, adminis- 
ter oaths and take and receive testi- 
mony and shall have the right to re- 
quire any cfficer of any municipailty or 
county of the state to certify or testify 
to any relevant fact.”

REPEALING OF 
FISHING LAWS 


Recommended at Meeting of 
Joint Committee 





The joint fisheries committees of the 
Oregon and Washington leigslatures 
met at Seattle on Saturday afternoon 
and by a majority adopted a report re-! 
commending the repeal of the Oregon 
law prohibiting fishing above tide| 
water. A dispatch from Seattle regard- | 
ing the meeting says: 

The joint vommission by unanimous 
vote, agreed to recommend the pass- 
age of a Jaw by both legislatures pro- 
viding for a spring closed season from} 
March 1 at120’clock noon to May, | 
lat 12 0’clock noon. The fall closed 
season was left undisturbed, namely 
from August 25 to September 10. 

Following is the text of the report 
adopted py the commissions which is 
to form the basis of laws to be enact- 
ed by the two legislatures: } <=> fi: ~ 

First—A spring closed season from 
March 1 to May 1. 

Second—A fall closed {season} from 
August 25 to September 10. 

Third—A Sunday closed season from 
6 p. m. Saturday of each week to 6 p. 
m., the Sunday following between the 
Ist day of May and the 25th day of 
August, 

Fourth—We suggest the mutual re- 
cognition by each state of the licenses 
issued to floating gear by the other 
state. 

Fifth—That the state of Oregon 
peal chapter 89, of the session Jaws of 
Oregon, for the year 1907, relative to 
the operation of purse sienes and other 
hike gear on the Colubia river. 

Sixth—-We recommend the enact- 
ment of similar laws in both states 
earrying an appropriation of at least 
$2500 in each state and providing for 
the destruction of seals and sea lions 
and the granting of a bounty on the | 
same to be $2.50 for seais and $5 for 
sea lions. 

Seventh—We recommend the repeal 
of both fish bills passed under the pre-| 
visions ofgtheg, initiatives andgreferen- 
dum in June 1907, by the people of the) 
state of Oregon, said bills being desig- | 
nated on the ballot as 318,319 and 332,- 
333. 

The action of the commission in urg- 
ing the repeal of the fish bills passed | 
under the initiative and referendum in} 
Oregon is in direct opposition to the) 
wishes and arguments of representa | 
tives of the fishermen’s union in both 
states. The present law in Oregon | 
prohibits the use of seins and fish- 
wheels below head tide, which on the | 
Columbia river is about Sandy River, 
a short distance above the mouth of 
the Williamette.

What purports to be an important 
discovery in reference to the verm! 
form appendix is described by one of 
the surgeons of the West London hos 
pital, apparently showing that the 
dangerous, mysterious organ can 
greatly help a surgeon in treating dis 
eases of the lower intestines, says a 
London cable dispatch. The difficulty 
of applying medicines In the lower 
intestines is overcome by using the 
appendix as a duct. 

The operation begins exactly In the 
Same manner as the familiar operation 
for appendicitis, but instead of remov- 
ing the organ the surgeon threads It 
through the various layers of mus- 
cle in the abdominal wall and attaches 
it to the skin. It is then opened, and 
by a tube passed through ft any nec- 
essary medicine can be applied direct 
ly to the mucous membrane of the 
lower intestines. 

The appendix, it Is said, may safely 
be left open in this position because 
the abdominal muscles protect it suffi 
elently.

would entitle the vice president elect 
to succeed, 

The death of both president and vice 
president elect would leave the suc- 
cession still more doubtful. An argu- 
ment can be made for a line of suc- | 
cession through the holdover members | 
of the cabinet of the retiring president, | 
but it is not absolutely conclusive. It 
probably would not satisfy everybody 
and thereby create a disputed title. It 
might even cause very serious trouble, | 
and congress should take the necessary 
naetion to make the presidential suc- 
ssion absolutely clear and certain In 
every contingency. ‘The late Senator 
Hoar labored for many years to get 
this matter set at rest. Senator Bacon 
has taken it up afresh, admonished of 
its necessity, possibly in the very wide 
discussion of this question since the 
election. It is a weak spot in our gov- 
ernmental organization which congress 
should strengthen and make secure 
without further delay. — Philadelphia 
Press.

GET PREFERENCE 


Orientals Must Give Way at 





New Westminister B. C. , Feb. 2— 
All Hindus, Chinamen, Japanesee and 
other Orientals at present employed at 
the big mills at Frazer are to be re- 
placed by married white men next sum- 
mer, the benedicts and their families 
being imported from the mills along the 
Rideau river, in Ontario, This an- 
indicted was made yesterday by 
| Col. Davidson one of the largest share 
holders in the mills, who is shortly going 
East for the purpose of organizing the 
migration of the millhands,all of whom 
will be provided with transportation to 
the Coast. 

Constant trouble experienced with 
Orientals, especially Hindus, is the 
reason assigned for the change of help. 
Tuberculosis has made considerable 
| Tavages among the East Indians, many 
\of them being incapacitated for work 
for long periods. Once illness overtakes 
a Sikh, a substitute is provided for his 
work, but as all turbaned employes look 
alike tothe managers of the several 
departments, and change is not noticed 
until the substitute’s poor knowledge of 
the work he is expected to do is made 
manifest. Representations to the var- 
ious bosses,among the Hindus have had 
absolutely no effect in the past. 

The preference of the management 
for married white men is on account of 
the fact that shingle men, such as were 
employed at the mill previous to the 
influx of the Hindu hordes two years 
|ago, are not reliable,* and cannot be 
depended upon to remain at work after 
pay day. Many of them had their 
homes in Bellingham, Everett, Seattle 
or other near-by towns, made 
practice of going across every week 
end, often remaining until the middle 
of the following week. 

Vhe married men, according to the 
reasoning ot the officials, having their 
homes at the mills, would always be 
on hand when needed, and would not 
compel the plant to close down because 
of their absence.

GRAYS HARBOR 
LUMBER GUT 


Record Established During the 
Past Year 


Hoquiam, Feb. 2,.--Regardless of 
the year 1908 being an off year in the 
lumbering business, the mills of this 
city made a record in cutting a total of 
261,000,000 feet of lumber during the 
twelve months. The best record made, 
and probably the banner cut of the 
Coast, was bythe National Lumber and 
Box Company and tbe Hoquiam Lum- 
er and Shingle Company. The annual 
cut was 83,221,119 feet and the cut of 
this same plant in 1907 was but 35,- 
413,000. The cut of the Hoquiam Lum- 
ber and Shingle Company includes both 
Jath and shingles, which swells the 
figures. In addition to the lumber cut, 
tbe number of shingles for the year, 
exclusive of the Hoquiam Lumber and 


Shingle Company, was 130,604,750 
shingles. 
Following is the cut of each mill: 


Grays Harber Lumber Company 26,- 
686,325 Hoquiam Lumber and Shingle 
Co 83,320,000 National Lumber and 
Box Co 83,221,119 Northwestern Lum- 
ber Co 30,536,465 E. K, Wood Lumber 
Co. 35,262,839 total 261,026,775 

This seems to have been a year of 
rezords, the Polson Logging Company 
eutting and putting in the waters of the 
harbor over 130,000,000 feet of logs. 
The value of the year’s cut of Jumber 
figured at $10 per thousand, which is 
at a low figure 1s placed at $2,610,009, 
while the value of the shingle output 
is about $250,000. This {does not in- 
elude the box business done,or value of 
doors, which will reach another $100,- 


000.

Limit Length of 


Towed at Sea 


Barges 


; Washington, Feb. 2—New regula-| 
j tions devised by the department of 
commeree and Jabor to limit the 
length of tows of seagoing barges be- 
}come effective today. The regulations 
| were adopted after long agitation and 
investigation of the question. For a 
number of years mariners have com- 
j plained of the danger to navigation 
arising [rom the excessive length of 
| the barge tows along the coast and in 
| the harbors, 

| ‘The new rules prescribe that barge 
| tows navigating the inland waters of 
the United States shall not exceed four 
vessels tandem, including the tug, and 
that hawsers shall not run toa length 
greater than 75 [fathoms. The total 
length of the tows therefore cannot ex- 
ceed 2000 feet, 
also for bunching the tows on entering 
New York, Boston and other harbors 
along the Atlantie coast. 

Some discussion has been eaused by 
the limitation of hawsers between 
vessels to 75 fathoms. Two hundred 
feet has not been unusual in practice 
and the lengths as a rule have run from 
125 feet up. ‘The regulations provide, 
however, for lengthening the distances

| Anti-Race Gambling Bill Pas- 
ses Senate 


Olympia, Wash., Feb. 3—The anti- 
race track gambling bill passed the 


NOMO 


senate today. It passed the house last 
| week and makes pool-selling, book- 
making and conducting places where 
bets are made on horse races a felony 
and provides that the possesion of 
‘gambling parpaheoalia is prima facie 
| evidence to sustain the act. 

An emergeeny elause, which if adopt- 
ed would put the law into effect im- 
mediately, was the principal point of 
contention in the senate. An amend- 
ment was adopted to the clause making 
the act take effect May 1 instead of 
immediately but the concession did not 
save the clause from defeat. When 
the roll was finally called the vote 
stood 23 for the emergency and 18 
against. Without this clause the law 
becomes effective June 11th. 

The house treated the senate’s de- 
feat of the emergency clause as an 
amendment to the actand by an un- 
animously vivi voee vote refused to 
concur. When the report of the house’s 
action reached the senate, President 
Ruth ruled the senate had not amended 
the hill and declared the motion to ap- 
point a conference committee out of 
order. The controversy between the 
two houses leaves the status of the bill 
in doubt.

The extraofindry pains and patience 
With which Churles Dudley Warner 
did his literary work are shown in an 
account given by a writer ln the New | 
Amstel magazine of the strenuous way 
in which Mr. Warner produced an 
obituary notice some years ago. 

Professor Edward L. Youmans was | 
a close personal friend of Mr. Warner, 
and on that account when Mrs, You- 
mans died the editor of a daily paper 
asked Mr. Warner to write a sort of 
personal appreciation of her. This he 
consented to do. 

He was left alone from 10 a. m, until 
half past 12, when he went to lunch. 
Returning at 2 o'clock, he worked 
without interruption until 4 o'clock 
when he turned over to the editor 
what he had written. 

Yet the work was not complete. Mr. 
Warner read the first proof and in sue. 
cession three revised sheets. 

Each time he made change after 
chinge in phraseology, seeking out the 
one right word, while even in the 
nicety of paragraphing he seemed to 
make clearer what he desired to ex- 
Press. Nor did the close revision end 
with the marking of the last proof, 

After the paper had gone to press 
and the first sheets had been brought 
up to the composing room for an O. K, 
Mr. Warner looked wistfully at the 
editor and observed: 

“Would you object to lifting the 
form? I see a sentence in the last 
paragraph that might be somewhat 
changed. She was too good, you know, 
to have a slovenly tribute paid to her.” 

Even the printers refused to get an- 
gry over the delay, and forthwith the 
form was sent up and changes went on 
for an hour. At last, though publica- 
tion was delayed fully two hours, the 
editor, but not Mr. Warner, had the 
supreme satisfaction of knowing that 
the work was as nearly perfect as bu- 
man art could make it, and the edition 
was sent out.

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FOREIGN SHIPS 


EXERGISE) FIXED FOR COAL 


Government Continues to Char | 
ter Tramps of Other Nations | 


Despite the emphatic protests of 
American owners of tonnage the Uni- 
ted States government, continues to 
charter foreign vessels to carry coal for 
the navy, Reports from the East cuast 
states that two more foreign tramps 
have hene taken for this purpose. 

The freighters in question are the 
Norwegian steamer Jethou, 2781 tong | 
and the Rritish steamer Strathdee, 
2846 tons, Both are to earry coal 
from Neport News to Magdalena hay 
for the Puget sound navy yard and it is 
significant that both were chartered at 
private terms, 

American owners have protested time | 
and again against the navy department | 
fixing foreign vessels in this trade. On 
the Atlantic coast are many American 
vessels disengaged while the same 
still remains true on this const, al- 
though there has been some improve- 
ment. Foreign vessels bringing coal 
to this coast seeks outward cargo 
and usually such low rates are accepted 
that the market is demoralized. This 
has been true on the Pacifie for over a 
year, 

Advices from Liverpool state that 
there are 112 steamers of an aggregate 
tonnage of over 200,000 at present laid 
up in the Tyne, and there are no signs 
of any immediate improvement in the 
shipping trade. Practically the whole 
of the available berths are } occupied, 
and the owners are obliged to seek ac- 
commodation for their idle vessels in 
other ports. One Newcastle shipowner, 
it is stated, has had to order two of his 
steamers to proceed to Stavanger to be 
laid up in the Norweigan port. It is 
many years since the shipping indus- 
try on the Tyne has been in such a de- 
pressed condition. 

“The recent depressionfin shipping 
has been beyond contemplation,’’ says 
H. E. Moss, a Liverpool marine man, 
“Steamers not many years old have 
been sold at about half their original 
cost, while new vessels have been 
realized on at considerable loss to their 





owners. The market for second-hand 
tonnage is overstocked, and there are 
but few buyers New steamers of 6,- 
000 tons dead weight that were sold a 
few years ago at $240,000 to $250,000 
ean today be built for $165,000, and 
other sizes in proportion. Builders and 
engineers ar2 very short of work, and 
in some instances are offering to 
build new tonnage at below actual cost 
in order to keep their works going. 
Prices for new steamers were never 
lower and men with the courage of 
their convictions building at today’s 
figures, must necessarily realize 
handsome profits in the near future, 
for such tonnage must perforce sup- 
plant old and useless vessels. Many 
regular lines and others are already 
profiting by present low prices to re- 
place their older steamers.

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OREGON MAY 
BUILD RAILWAYS 


If Measure Now Being Drafted 
is Passed 





Salem, Or., Feb. 4— Railroads con- 


structed in the state by the state as a| 


whole, or by districts to be known as| 
railway districts, and then Jeased for 
operation or operated by the atate, in 
order that the long boctled up portions 
of the interior may he opened by 
transportation facilities, is the purpose 
of a bill now being drafted for submis- 
sion to the legislature and which has! 
an excellent chance of passage. 

Backed and urged by the many busi- 
ness organizations and development 
leagues of the state, a committee of 
prominent lawyers is now at work on a| 
constitutional amendment preparatory | 
to its submission to the legislature 
at some date during the present week. 
Already the speaker of the house and 
the president of the senate and differ- 
ent leaders in the two have 
signified their friendliness to the pro- 
posed measure, and it is practically as- 
sured that the resolution will be passed 
by the two houses, 

According to the plan being outlined! 
in the draft of the amendment, the 
measure is to be submitted to the peo- 
ple of the state at the next election, It 
is to provide that it shall be constitu- 
tional for the state as a whole, or for 
districts in the state, to construct rail- 
roads. The state may construct a 
railroad within the limits of the state, 
the district within its limits. After 
the construction has been done, the 
state or the district will either oper- 
ate the line or it will lease it for oper- 
ation for a term of years. 

In the meantime, while the amend- 
ment is being up before the people, a 
commission will be appointed by the 
governor to find suitable routes for 
railroads which may be necessary for 
adequate transportation favilities in 
the interior districts. This commis- 
sion, having found these routes, will 
be ina position to furnish data upon 
which districts may be formed, or the 
state may act immediately after the ad- 
option of the amendment and_ its: go- 
ing into effect. Constructior of the 
lines desired might therefore be com- 
menced immediately after the adoption 
of the amendment, or as soon there- 
after as the details may be settled. 

This measure is considered of great 
importance, it being argued that it will 
prove the solution of the transpoita- 
tion problem of the state.

There are two sections of particular 
interest in the bill. The first imposes 
the tax, or license fee, and the sec- 
ond is the definition of what constitu- 
tes arailroad corporation, and, there- 
fore, is liable to the taxation under the 
act. ,The first of \these sections fol- 
lows: 

“Sections 1, That in addition to 
the taxes now provided by law, every 
railroad company or corporation doing 
business in this state shall pay to the 
state of Oregon a license fee of 1 per-| 
eentum on the gross earnings of such 
corporation received from business 
transacted within the state.

LIGHT STREAKS 
OF THE MOON 


als Says Astronomer 


The radiafing light streaks on the 
moon's surface are explained in a new 
way by H. G. Tomkins, an English a 
tronomer, who su sts that they are 
due to the salts various minerals 
brought to the surface by evaporation, 
just as tney are in arid alkali tracts 
in many parts of the earth 

When beds of solid salts or strata 
partially fMlled with salt exist below 
the surface they often dissolve in sub 
soll water, which rises to the surface 
and dries, white 
cence, 

The radial arrangement Mr, Tom 
kins accounts for by supposing molten 
matter to be thrown up from below, 
breaking the crust’ in radiating cracks 
and upheaving the stre 
center of Saline strata 
Would be pushed upward with the oth? 
ers and might thus bring fhem within 
reach of evaporation, the efflorescence 
on the surface thus following the di 
rection of the radial cracks 

On the moon the conditions are just 
right for such a series of occurrences, 
Though water in a free state does not 
now exist on the moon's surface, it 
probably did so exist at some time, 
and the salty deposits that would form 
by evaporation would be very heavy 
because of absence of rain t 
away. If rain should cease on our 
own planet a similar state of things 
would doubtless ensue. 

A curious fact about the moon's 
“rays” is that they disappear when 
the sun's altitude is low. This the ad 
Yocate of the new theory explains by 
supposing that a fair amount of illu 
mination is necessary to bring out the 
slight difference in whiteness between 
the streaks and the surrounding coun- 
try.—New York Herald

Do We Bathe Too Often? 

The evils of the daily bath and an 
urgent plea to return to the old fash- 
foned Saturday bath night are set 
forth by Dr. John H. Clarke in his 
hew book, “Vital Economy. 

Dr. Clarke points out that the skin 
when dry is a nonconductor and pre- 
vents the escape of body electricity. 
When wet in the bath the skin is de- 
prived of some of its insulatory pow- 
ers and rapid waste of body electrici- 
ty, which persons who are not robust 
can ill afford, takes place. 

“Children and especially babies,” 
says Dr. Clarke, “are great sufferers 
from the bathing fashion. Delicate 
babies are kept perpetually delicate or 
are washed away altogether because 
their nurses or parents think it abso- 
lutely essential that they should be 
dipped in water once if not twice a 
day.’’—London Mail.

The Toad Survived. 

An experiment bordering close to the 
wonderful was recently made in the 
clay testing department of a machin- 
ery company at Bucyrus, O., in whieh 
a toad was placed In a twenty ton 
brick press and was four times sub- 
jected to a pressure of 11,000 pounds 
without injury. The question at issue 
was whether such a pressure would 
kill the toad or whether its ability to 
compress itself was sufficient to allow 
it to come out of the ordeal alive. The 
toad was first placed in a lump of 
granulous clay and the whole pressed 
into a brick. After the huge press 
had done its work the solid brick was 
lifted from the machine, and the toad 














winked its eyes contentedly, stretched 
its legs and hopped aws Popular 
Mechanics.

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LOSES LICENSE 


Wreck 





Local marine circles will be inter- 
ested in the report of the court of mar- 
ine inquiry at Sydney on the wreck of 
the British bark Fifeshire, which was 
lost off Gilbert late last summer. The 
inquiry has resulted in the suspension 
of the license of Captain John Nichol, 
who was master of the Fifeshire, 
Captain Nichol, who is well known at 
this port, bas hada series of misfor- 
tunes sinee he was here, the Fifeshire 
being the third well known sailing ves- 
sel he has lost, 

Captain Nichol was master of the 
British bark Dunsiaw, which he lost 
on a trip from the Sound the vessel be- 
ing destroyed by fire off the Horn. 

Searcely more than a year ago he 
lost the British bark Glencairn while 
en route to Puget Sound from Europe. 
The vessel] went ashore in the vicinity 
of the Horn. A8 a result of that dis- 
aster the license of Captain Nichol, it 
1s said, was suspended for a time. 
His next command was the Fifeshire, 
which he lost on Gilbert islands last 
August. 

The court of inquiry found that the 
Fifeshire struck the reef atfthe Gilbert 
islands in the afternoon of August 21, 
1908, while on a yoyage from New- 
castle to Astoriay with a cargo of 
coal, and subsequenly became a_ total 
loss. The weather was fine and clear, 
with moderate wind from east-north- 
east, The vessel was well found and 
provided with all the necessary life 
saving apparatus. The board held that 
the wreck was caused by the gross 
negligence and carelessness of Cap- 
tain Nichol in taking his ship into a 
position that he knew to he dangerous 
and that he did not keep a proper look- 
out. Captain Nichol’s licenese was 
suspended for twelve moaths. 

As a result of the loss of the British 
bark Falls of Halladale, the papers 
of Captain D, W. Thompson were sus- 
pended for six months, with reeommen- 
dations that he be allowed mate’s 
papers in the meantime. The Halla- 
dale Jwent ashore_on the coast of Aus- 
tralia November 14 of last year.

Washington, Feb. 5—While Alaska 
road enthusiasts in Seattle were form-

THE DELAWARE 


,Great American Battleship in 


the Water 


Newport News, Feb. 6—The great 
American battleship Delaware was suc- 
cessfully launched from the yards of 
her builiders today. 

The Delaware is 2,000 tons heavier 
than the Dreadnought, with 25 per 
cent more efficiency in her batteries, 
She is 4,000 tons heavier than the 
star shij) of the famous battleship fleet 
under Admiral Sperry, the flagship 
The Connecticut carries 
four 12-ineh gune,the greatest weapons 
used on a modern battiship, while the 
Delaware and the North Dakota are to

The dimensions of the great ship 
are as follows: Length 610 feet, 
breadth at water line 85 feet 25-8 
inches, mean draft of water 27 feet, 
total coal capacity 2300 tons, contract 
speed 21 knots. The total cost of the 
vessel will be about $7,000,000. When 
in commission she will carry a crew 
of 878 men and 55 officers, 

The Delaware is so far as known, all 
round the most powerful battleship 
eyer launched. She is one of four sis- 
ter ships authorized by congress which. 
will form an indomitable squadron. 
The others are the North Dakota 
Florida, and Utah. The Delaware will 
have a speed of 21 knots. Her main 
battery will permit a broadside 25 per 
cent greater than any other battleship. 
Her hull is protected by a water tine 
armor belt eight feet wide and eleven 
inches thick. Above the waver line the 
armor is seven feet wide and ten inches 
thick, Her contraet price is $3,987,- 
000. The Delaware will have a dis-

Liverpool, Feb. 6—Over 1,500,000 
tons of shipping are laid up for want 
of employment and freights all over 
the world are lower than ever before, 
is the rather discouraging introduc- 
tion of H. E. Moss & Co’s: annual 
steamship review. The year 1908, 
they say, like its predessor, ended most | 
unsatisfactorily for ship owners, ship | 
builders and every one else interested | 
in shipping, with few exceptions.

of excitement the had expert 
enced since the chimney of the Metho 
dist church had 
years previously. Mr, Norris was an | 
old bachelor, He was a crank and a 
miser, It was sure that he had plenty 
to live on, and yet he lived alone and 
in squalor, He lent money where any 
one would pay him 10 per cent inter- | 
est, and he was the owner of several | 
pieces of real estate. Among them | 
was an old cider mill, It was in the 
rear end of this that the old man had 
his residence. In the fall he ground 


place 


burned out seven 


apples and made cider for all who 
would buy, and this was his only 
work. 


It had been talked over a hundred | 
times by the villagers that Norris had | 
his money buried where robbers could 
not get it and that tn case he died sud- 
denly his heirs, if any came forward, 
would have great trouble In finding it. 
This was a real cause of worry to 
many citizens. Some of them even 
went 50 far as to advise the old man | 
to tell them the exact spot so as to! 
save time in digging. When he re- 
fused to do so it was taken as another 
evidence of his meanness. On th 
morning that his death became known | 
the village of Colville was as excited 
as if a cireus had come to town.

WEATHER REPORT 


FOR ORECON 


Statistics Issued For Year Re- 
cently Closed 





District Forecaster Beals of the 
local weather bureav has issued his 
summary of Oregon Eweather for the 
year 1908. It gives information jn 
every detail concerning weather and 
climate during the year, and copies of 
the same may be had upon application 
at the weather bureau in 
house building, 

Relative to the weather of the year 
1908, the report says: 

“The distinguishing features of the 
year were the mild, dry {weather of 
January and February, the unusually 
cold and cloudy May, the warm July, | 
which was also unysnally dry in the 
western district, the dry September, 
with killing frost from the 24th to the 
26th, the heavy rains that occurred in 
October from the 11th to the 20th, the 
dry, warm, weather in November, and 
the comparatively light December. 

“The annual mean temperature of 
the state was 602. degrees, or 04, 
degrees above the normal. The highest 
annual mean was 55.4 degrees at 
Umatilla, Umatilla county; lowest, 
41.1 degree a Joseph, Wallowa county, 
The highest temperature of the year 
was 110 degrees at Blalock. Gilliam 
county on July 20, and again at Day} 
ville, Grant county, on July 30, The | 
lowest was 21 degrees below zero at

“The average precipitation for the 
year, determined from all stations was 
29.31 inches, or 9.62 inches below the 
norma). The greatest annual amount 
was 115.95 inches at Glenora, Tilla- 
mock county; the least, 4.63 inches at 
Blalock, (Gillian county. The greatest 
monthly amount was 19.80 inches at 
Glenora, Tillamook county, in March’’.

This 
year, perhaps more than usual,the buy- 
ing at retail meetings has been heavy, 
and as the retail] meetings will con 
tinue for the next three weeks in 
the middle west there is still eonsider- 
able business of this kind to be taken 
care of, 

“Tf the general tone of. the trade as 
viewed at conventions this year, is 
any criterion, the retailer in general 
is optimistic and expects a good year. 
Asa general rule, he is inclined to be 
conservative in this regard and will 
say that the is not looking for any 
extraordinary trade but just a good 
average year’s business, 

Indications are numerous that the 
railroads are buying a little more free- 
ly of Jate and that they are planning to 
increase_their purchases from now on 
until spring. The car building com- 
panies have also figured in the market 
during the last couple of weeks, al- 
though their business has not taken the 
form of large orders. 

“‘Wovdworking consumers are found 
generally to be increasing their oper- 
ations and, consequently, taking on 
more stock than they have been will- 
|ing to earry forfa good many months. 
Many door and millwork factories are 
behind with their orders and the out- 
look seem to them very bright, feeling, 
as manufacturers do, that with the ces- 
sation ef winter weather buiiding will 
resume on a large seale throughout the 
winter. 

“The furniture trade is showing 
some improvement. Manufacturers of 
medium grade furniture concede that 
they are now doing a fair business and 
that their requirements are very rapid- 
ly inereasirg.

OF MOTHERS IN THE WORLD 


Woman Plans School for Intel-| 
igent Girl Rearing 


: eae | 
Dr, Edna D. Day, assistant professor 
of home economics in the 1 niversity | 
of Missouri at Columbia, Mo., bas a 
plan for a training school for mothers 
where the ills infants are heir to and 
the recondite problems of the parent 
will receive  sclentific consideration 
She says the school ought to have a 
“Jaboratory” equipment, where in 
fants from orphan asylums could be 
cared for by the students to give them 
Practical experience, 

Dr. Day talked about the plan, of 
which she is the originator and which 
has the approval of Dr. Elmer + DF 
Brown, United States commissioner of 
education, at the recent session of the 
homemakers’ conference held at Co: 
lumbia in conjunction with farmers’ 
week, which attracted 1,500 farmers 
and their wives to Columbla, 

The primary purpose of the course, 
Dr. Day explained, would be to train 
university brSé women to care for 
thelr own children, The secondary 
purpose would be to train nurses for 
other women’s children 

“Children are more impertant to the 
home than foed or shelter or clothes,” 
Miss Day sald. “Until recently it has 
been assumed that a mother knew by 
Instinct how to bring up her children. 
Men are taught to feed calves, It is 
certainly more important that women 
be trained scientifically to care for 
their children, 

“When the mothers’ training school 
{s established at Columbia a woman 
will be placed in charge who has the 
training of a nurse and who is an ex- 
perienced kindergartner, so that nel- 
ther the physical nor psychological 
phase of the child will be neglected. 
Babies will be obtained from some or- 
phan asylum for the laboratory course, 
the number depending on the equip- 
ment. In connection with this there 
will be a day nursery, where the fae- 
ulty members’ wives and other wo- 
men in Columbia’ can leave their chil 
dren, 

“Every mother needs a rest from 
her children part of the day, and the 
opportunity would thus be afforded for 
mothers to leave the babies in expe 
rienced hands. The babies kept here 
permanently would be tle only ones 
for the purposes of experiment. 

“Tn connection with this there would 
be certain medical courses, the prinet- 
ples of kindergarten work, studies in 

















food selection in the home economics 
department. This would be only an 
extension of the teachers’ training 


school idea, but it is, of course, much 
more important.

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AUSED BILL TO WHIP 
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TAX DODGERS 


Unlisted Property Put Beyond’ 
Law’s Protection 


Salem Feb, 9--Three of the most 
drastic and far reaching revenue rais- 
ing measure ever laid before 
the Oregon legislature are scheduld to 
make their appearance in the house 
during this week. One provides for 
a tnx of $25 to be imposed upon all re- 
tail liqdor dealers in the state. The 
second places a tax of $5 on every 
pool table oporated;and places other re- 
stricions about pool reoms, The third 
provides that all property wilfully left 
off the sworn statement made by prop- 
erty owners for assessment purposes 
shall be denied tke protection of the 
courts if discovered to have been omit- 
ted from these lists, 

In the first bill it is to be provided 
that every retail liquor dealer operat- 
ing a saloon or bar room in the state 
shallpay during the first month of each 
year an annual tax of $25 to be turned 
into the general fund of the state and to 
be paid to” the state treasurer. This is 
the same amount charged by the gov- 
ernment for a government license and 
in the purposed measure various detail 
of collection and penalties for viola- 
tion or neglect are provided.” 

The measure fixed a flat licenses of 
$5 a table for all pool tables operated, 
and also provides that no poolrooms 
shall admit minors. It provides penal- 
ties for violation of the provisions bar- 
ring minors. 

The third measure if enacted will per- 
haps raixe more revenue than either 
of the other two, for it will force 
upon the assessment rolls thousands of 
dollars worth of property not now list- 
ed. It will provide in effect that any

TO PEOPLE 


Plan To Adjust Difficulty 
Over Fisheries 

Olympia Feb, 9—The question of the 
conservation of the Columbia river 
salmon is one of more than usual im- 
portance at the legislature this'session, 
Both the fishermen and their empoyers 
are working for uniform Jawsjin Wash- 
ington and Oregon which will protect 
the fish against extinetion, 

The employers’ plan is that a eom 
mittee of seven Washington men meet 
witha like committee from Oregon, 
and the two committees draft Jaws 
which will ledd to the perpetuation of 
the salmon in Washington and Oregon 
waters and more particularly on the 
Columbia river. The laws drafted by 

to be sent to the 
senate of the United States and there 
ratified for a number of years, 

This plan is being fought by the 
fishermen. Ed Rosenberg, of Astoria, 
secretary of the United Fishermen of 
the Pacific, is working against the 
measures and thinks that fishing laws 
should be (presented to the people of 
both states for their approval. 
year Mr. Rosenberg appeared before 
Osear Straus, secretary of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, and with 
the aid of President Rosevelt laws pro- 
teeting Alaskan salmon were drawn 
and are now in foree. | 

Mr. Rosenberg believes that fishing 
should not be permitted above, ‘“‘at 
head of tide,"’ and that fish wheel 
owners should be eompelled to leave 
their sluices open on Sunday, so that 
the salmon may reach the upper waters 
of the rivers He thinks 
that the more destructive forme of fish 
traps, such as purge seins should be en- 
tirely prohibited jin river. waters, and 
that fish wheels should be made to 
close longer than twenty-four hours in 
each week, 

Mr. Rosenberg says that the only 
means by which the fishermen may se- 
cure justice is by initiativeffishing laws 
being presented to the people of Wash- 
ington as in Oregon, To this end he is 
in Olympia working for the passing 
of the initiative ‘and referendum bill, 
which was introduced in the house by 
Representatiys Todd and Denman. Re- 
cently Mr. Rosenberg appeared before 
the members of the labor and labor 
statistics committee, to which the 
Todd-Denman bill has been referred, 
and reviewed the story of the fight for 
protective fishing laws in Oregon.

along its length for ten feet. The 
crack was due toa flaw or somo other 
impertfection in casting, The ship 
was in mid-Atlantic when the 
tome discovery was made and the con- 
dition of the weather, sea as well as 
wind made it imperative that repairs 
be effected before a threatening storm 
came up. The barometer had fallen 
steadily all morning. 

Captain Dalldorf, master of the 
steamer, was skepetical as to the ability 
of the engineer force to save the rud- 
der post from breaking in pieces car- 
rot fashion when the ship began to la- 
bor in the added weight of increasing 
seas. Chief Engineer Helgesen said, 
however, that he would try to pateh 
the crack, Helgesen put nautical 
“‘splints’’ and ‘‘bandags’’ around the 
fractured rudder post. The chief engi- 
necr and his assistants clamped the 
upper portion of the post with stout 
turns of steel and the huge metal east- 
ing was made secure lower down by 
semi-circles of steel that were in turn 
held together by stable bolts and nuts. 
The space in which the repairs were 
made being quite’ small and at the 
extreme after end of the ship, it was 
only possible for two men to work at 
one time Despite this and other 
handicaps, the repairs were effected 
in seven hours, About an hour later 
a fierce northeasterly gale struck the 
vessel and all hands were thankful the 
job had been accomplished. The Hes- 
perus is a stee] tank steamer of $6,500 
tons gross, built on the Tyne lastyear 
and owned by the Anglo-American 
Oil company.

President Roosevelt feels that the 
connection between -the United States 
and the two nations which lie to the 
north and south is so intimate that 
they can consider their mutual inter- 
ests with regard to natural resources 
from the standpoint of the general 
welfare of the continent with small re- 
gard to the political boundary lines 
which separate them. Indeed, it is

Darning by Machine. 

Among the latest improved house- 
hold helps is a darning needle attach- 
ment which fits any sewing machine. 
It does the work in a remarkably neat 
and thorough fashion in a wonderfully 
short space of time. A hole in a gat- 
ment which would require a_ half 
hour’s time by hand work may be done 
in two minutes. 

In attaching the darner the presser 
foot of the machine is removed and 
the article to be darned is stretched 
between two hoops, similar to em- 
broidery hoops. It is especially valu-

able for darning lace curtains and ta- 
ble linen, as well as stockings, under- 
garments, ete. Darning can also be 
accomplished by those with poor eye 
sight, as there is nothing complicated 
about the little apparatus, and one 
threading of the needle enables one to 
darn ¢ontinuously.—Philadelphia Ree- 
ord. 





Hint For Wash Day. 

On cold days, when the hands soon 
become numb hanging up the clothes, 
this plan for keeping the hands warm 
will be found to help greatly. Place 
the clothespins in the oven for a few 
minutes so that they will become 
thoroughly heated, and when you are 
ready to hang up the clothes put the 
pins in a bag and hang the bag around 
the waist. The warm pins will keep 
the hands from becoming as cold as 
formerly.

To do this, construction 
work on the line west from Gaston 
would have to begin within the next 
few weeks, 

It is believed that the owners ofjtim- 
ber land west of Gaston are 
in the proposed line and have put up 
enough capital to construct at least a 
logging railway from the Southern Pa- 
cifie at Gaston to the mountains. The 
line projected would go uncer the 
mountains—two tunnels being.required 
to get through the divide—and follow 
the Trask river down to Tillamook. 

The route is considerably shorter 
than that of the Pacific Railway & 
Navigation company’s road to Tilla- 
mook, now under construction, and its 
engineers claim the grade will be not 
more than 1 per cent, with what is 
practically a water grade from the 
headwaters on the Trask river. 

This same route was surveyed at the 
time the Lytle road was projected, but 
was abandoned at that time because of 
the cost of tunneling the mountains 
and the difficulties connected with fol- 
lowing the Trask river to the sea. 

The Midland is generally regarded 
hy railroad men as being a logging pro- 
position without any chance of being 
extended throught to Tillamook for 
many years to come. It is projected 
by Miller Murdoch, R. A. Caples, J. P. 
Van Orsdel, and Com Conry. 

“Our right of way man has not re- 
ported as yet.’’ said Mr. Murdoch to- 
day, ‘‘but. we hope to get started on 
the actual construction out of a point 
near Gaston as soon as the weather be 
comes good enough.’’

PROTECTION 
OF SAILORS 


Measure Submitted to Wash- 
ington Legislature 


Olympia, Feb. 11—Ole Hanson will 
introduce a bill in the house avthoriz- 
ing the governor to appoint a commis- 
sion of three men to license sailors’ 
boarding houses. 

The bill,fapproved by foreign consuls 
of the northwest in a meeting at Seat- 
tle recently, is for the purposes of pro- | 
tecting sailors against fraud and deciet 
by owners of sailors hotels.

amination in Tacoma today, From the) 
evidence obtained a protest 
made against any attempt to collect 
the amount claimed for salvage and 
services rendered in towing the steam 
ship off the southern extremity of 
Margarita island, off Lower California. 

The arrival of the Cecil at Tacoma a 
few days ago brought news that in 
grounding, January 12, the vessel lay 
in a dangerous position when relieved 
by the Pacific Coast Company's steamer 
Curacoa. Before aid was given Capt. 
Jacob Olsen, master of the Cecil, was 
compelled to sign « contract awarding | 
the Curacao $25,000 for for her ser- 
vices. 

The present action of the representa- | 
tive of the Norwegian government and | 
the association with which the steamer 
was insured, is to substantiate a com- 
plaint by Capt. Olson that the sum de- 
manded for relief waa far in excess of 
a reasonable or fair amount that such 
was obtained by duress, and under 
conditions not justified by usual marine 
procedure and custom.

MART PASSAGE 
BY SCHOONER 


Vessels Have Strenuous Expe- 
rience off Flattery 


Port Townsend, Feb. 12—Bringing 
first news of the dangers and diffieul- 
ties that have beset sailing vessels in 
the North Pacific during the past 
month, three arrivals here today have 


had experiences that taxed the’strength | 
and skill of ships and crews during | 


voyages that will not soon be forgotten 
by reason of hardships and dirty | 
weather. The arrivals were the British | 
four-mast bark James Kerr, sixty-one | 
days from Antofogatsa; American 
schooner Mindoro and American schoon- 
er C. S. Holmes. In the case of the 
schooners, al] the winds that made 
their sailing dangerous were favorable 


for speed making. ‘The 5C. S. Holmes! 


made the passage from San Pedro in| 
the remarkably smart time of twelve| 
days, while the Mindoro required two 
days longer from the same port. 

Sailing in from Cape K'lattery, are 
theSfive-mast schooner Crescent and 
barkentine J. M. Griffith. | Both 
from Guayams; the Crescent twenty- 
four days and the Griffith forty-two 
days out. 

Capt. Morris Jones’ account of the 
passage of the bark James Kerr from 
Antofogasta is a recital of much rough 
weather and threatening cangers. A 
run to the trades was accomplished in 
remarkably quick time, but upon gain- 
ing a slant to bring in at Cape rlattery 
she met head winds, against which 
practically no progress could be made, 
In eight days, attera severe conflict 
with gales and high seas, the vessel 
had not gained a mile on her passage. 
Sighting Cape Flattery last Friday, 
the big windjammer was forced off 
shore by easterly winds and thick 
weather and for two days struggled he- 
fore storms that threatened to prolong 
the voyage many days by forcing her 
to put to sea for safety. 

The Kerr is chartered to load at Ta- 
coma a cargo of lumber for South 
Africa. To make this possible bow 
ports will be cut, and orders sending 
the vessel to Seattle for the work are 
expected, ; 

Capt. Jones is a venerable master in 
the British merchant marine coming 
to Puget sound. He was for many 
years in command of the ship Cam- 
brian Chieftain.

Three Backs | of Registered 
Mail Were Stolen 





Denver, Feb. 18-—While running at 
the rate of fifty miles an hour, the Den- 
_ ver and Rio Grande passenger train No. 
4 from the west, was held up early 
this morning between Fort Logan and 
Denver by two bandits, who appeared 
from the coal tender and compelled 


the engineer and firemen to stop the 
_ train. 


They took the enginemen from 
the cab and fired shots to intimidate 
the passengers. The conductor, who 
started to investigate the cause of the 


_ trouble, was fired upon three times 


but not hit. The robbers compelied the 
mail clerks to open the mail car and 
stole three sacks of registered mail. 
They then compelled the train crew to 
march quite a distance ahead of the 
train and then escaped in “the direc- 
tion of Fort Logan but it is believed 


_ their real destination is Denver. 


The value of the loot cannot be as- 

certained. Detectives and police are 
searching the surrounding country. 
. Estimates of the amount secured by 
the robbers vary but both clerks agree 
that only the registered mail was 
taken but they have no idea of its 
value. One package is said to be 
currency from the Salt Lake City bank, 
estimated at $1000 to $5000.

thousands of acres of tidelund in Ben- 
ton county, which the state gave away 
to the Willamette Valley & Coast Rail- 
‘road, a bill was introduced in the 
house today by Representative B. F. 
ones, of Lincoln and Polk, These lands 
are gradually becoming very valuable, 
and the state will make an attempt to 
‘regain possession of them. 
‘These tidelands and marshes are in a 
peculiar position. They were freely 
given away by the legislature m 1874, 
on condition that the railroad ‘have 
them surveyed, Once in its possession, 
the railroad did nothing with the 
] not even considering them a val- 
le asset, apparently. At any rate, 
it failed to keep its agreement to have 
them and the marshes surveyed and has 
paid no taxes on them. 
_ Some time ago Railroad Commis- 
sioner Oswald West discovered the sit- 
uation and voneluded that there was a 
chance for the state of Oregon to re- 
cover them. As a result of West’s in- 
vestigation, Representative Jones has 
prepared a resolution, which says in 
part: ‘ 
“Whereas, the Supreme Court of the 
United States, in the case ot the IIli- 
nois Central Railroad Company vs, Ili- 
nois, 146 United States 452, has held 
that all tidelands are held by the state 
in trust for the people, so that they 
enjoy the navigation of the 
ters, carry on commerce, have the 
liberty of fishing therein freed from 
e obstruction or interference of _ pri- 
ate parties; that it is not within the 
of a legislature to grant away 
be tidelands of an entire harbor, and 
ny such grant, if not absolutely 
void, is revocable. Therefore, it is. 
“Resolved, That the act granting 
the lands to the railroad be repealed.”’

RESIGNATION 


As Member of Astoria Water 
Commissioner 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Astoria water commission last evening | 
was attended by all the members ex- 
cepting Commissioner Brix. One of 
the principal matters which came up 
was the resignation of Mr. Brix as a 
member of the board. He stated that 
in paying his taxes he found that he 
did not pay quite the $25 in city taxes! 
as is required by the charter to qualify 
as a commissioner altho indirectly he 
pays between $300 and $400 in city 
taxes, as he is a member of several 
corporations. The city attorney has 
held, the resignation states, that such 
taxs cannot be taken into consideration 
and in order to avoid the danger of any 
complications arising, Mr. Brix decic- | 
ed to resign, The resignation was Jaid | 
on the table pending a ruling by the 
courts and on motion the city attorney 
was instructed to take such action in 
the courts as will ‘determine whether 
or not the present board is legally 
organized. 

The report of the committee appoint- 
ed to suggest a suitable man for ap- 
pointment to the position of inspector 
wasread. It recommended that the 
positions of clerk and assistant clerk be 
combined and that John Nordstrom be 
appointed as such officer at a salary of | 
$80 per month, The report was adopt- 
ed. G. W. Lounsberry was retained as- 
clerk and Albert Johnson was retained 
as superintendent. 

The report of the clerk for the month 
of January showed the business trans- 
acted during the month to have been 
$3904.70 and the cash collections were 
$3,903. The report of the treasurer 
showed that on January 30, there was 
$36,649.78 in the general fund and the 
sinking fund, for the redemption of the 
outstanding bonds amounts to $50,843. - 
89. The commission has been purchas- 
ing its own interest bearing bonds 
whenever possible and the sinking 
fund now includes $16,000 in six per 
cent bonds, $33,000 in five per cent 
bonds and the balance is in cash. 

The regular monthly payroll in the 
sum of $905.75 was paid as were cur- 
rent bills amounting to $343.86. The 
committee reported that the fence 
around the small reservoir and the 
fence around the reservoir grounds 
have been put up in proper shape and 
recommended that the bill of the 
Portland Wire & Iron Worksin the 
sum of $775.70 be paid. The report. 
was adopted. Quotations from several 
manufacturers on riveted steel pipe 
were read but no action was taken.

May Show Physical Fitness by! 


Walking or Riding 





Fifty miles on foot, ninety miles on 
horseback or 100 miles astride a biey- 
cle, all within three days, is the choice 
given the navy officers who will have 
to qualify each year hereafter as to 
their physical fitness for service, The 
order was recently issued by Secret 
Newberry at Washington, and a hol 
groan sounded down the corridors 
reverberated in the halls of 
department. 

The order affects all officers on the 
active list of the navy below the rank 
of rear admiral and above the rank of 
Neutenant, None is to be required to 
take the physical test before July 4 
unless he makes spectal request on the 
secretary of the navy. This will give 
the corpulent sea fighters who have 
long occupied swivel chairs an oppor- 
tunity to get into fit condition for the 
ordeal, 

The tests are to be made each year. 
The officers have thelr choice of any 
one of the following schedules: 

To walk a distance of fifty miles during 
three consecutive days in a total of twen- 
ty houre, including res the walk in any 
one day to be during consecutive hours. 

To ride on horseback a distance of nine- 
ty miles during three consecutive days, 
the ride on two days to be concluded 
within seven hours and thirty minutes 
each after starting and one within six 
hours, including proper rests. 

To ride on a bicycle a distance of 100 
miles during three consecutive days, in a 
total of seventeen hours, including rests, 
the ride on any two days to be during 
consecutive hours. 

“The last one is bound to be the most 
popular,” said a young naval officer,

ON COOK INLET 


Company to Build Wharf at 
Port Graham 





Seattle, Feb, 16—W. J, 
general manager of the Alaska Com+ 
mercial Company, which has for 
thirty years maintained a string of 
trading posts on the southern coast of 
Alaska, is authority for the statement 
that Port Graham, on Cook inlet, fit 
teen miles north of Seldovia, will be

the principal port of entry for the 
Alaska Commercial Company — here- 
after, 


‘We are sending the lumber north,"’ 
said Mr. Erskine last evening, ‘‘to 
construct a wharf, warehouse, store 
and the other necessary buildings at 
Port Graham. It was surveyed last 
summer by Capt, Rhoades, of the 
steamer Patterson, 

“Port Graham is a deep water har- 
bor, affording the very best of shelter, 
and after sending what material is 
necessary to construct the wharf and 
warehouse we shall ship the material 
for the construction of a machine shop 
and the devices to equip it, for it will 
he at that point that all the repair 
work of the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany will be done. On the next trip 
of the Ohio the first consignment of 
material will be sent north 

“After this, Port Graham will be- 
come a port of call for the vessels of 
the Alaska Coast Company and the 
Alaska Steamship Company. While 
Seldovia has been headquarters here- 
tofore, that place will not be left off 
the map, and vessels will call there as 
usual. Port Graham, however, will be 
the headquarters for not only our com- 
pany, but the Cook Inlet Transporta- 
tion Company the name under which 
the several vessels plying in the local 
trade and to the Susitna river are 
operated. ‘‘On the next steamer sail- 
ing north, C. A. Fletcher will go to 
take charge of the work we have 
planned, so as to have it completed in 
time for the rush, for we know there 
will be a stampede into the Cook in- 
let country this spring. Our new 
steamer to ply on the Susitna is nearly 
ready, and will go north under tow of 
the tug Pioneer, 

“Our latest advices from our agent 
at Susitna Station, C. D. Morgan, tell 
of the latest strikes that have been 
made on Seattle creek, in the Yentna 
district. Although prospectors have 
not reached bedrock in a 20-foot hole, 
they have got ashigh as 75 cents to 
the pan. The region is just coming 
into its own, and another year should 
give it the prominence it deserves.”’

Washington to the end that the 
fishing industry of the great river may 
not be destroyed that a few wealthy 
fisherman may accumulate greater for- 
tunes and the thousands of smaller 
workmen be thrown out of employment 
entirely, 

In the Columbia river 80 years ago 
the salmon industry seemed inexhausti- 
ble. Nobody was interested in pre- 
serving it, the fish seemed to grow in 
numbers as the yeurs passed, Fish- 
wheels and fishtraps were permitted to 
be operated along the river for hun- 
dreds of miles and the industry flour- 
ished, Fortunes were made as if in a 
day. At the same time the salmon 
decreased in numbers and in size until 
the very life of the industry was 
threatened. Then it was that public 
sentiment erystalized and legislation, 
was urged for the preservation of the 
king of fishes, the salmon. In Oregon, 
especially, the movement took firm 
hold, and the people demanded action 

finally getting it. In the Oregon 
legislature every tactie known in the 
election of United States senators was 
employed and for many years the will 
of the people was thwarted. The 
wheels remained, and the millions of 
fish eaught every year were causing 
the industry to show signs of final dis- 
solution. 

The destruction of forests at the 
headwaters of streams caused floods 
and great damage to the country 
served by the streams, but the greatest 
damage lies in the ultimate destruction 
of the forests themselves, The catch- 
ing of salmon with wheels is aptly 
compared to the destruction of the 
forests, but in immediate and ultimate 
results. | Wheels catch the fish which 
try to ascend the streams to the spawn- 
ing grounds, and the supply of young 
fish is thus cut off, practially entirely. 
In some cases nets with very small 
meshes are used, thus killing the small 
fish before they are of use in canning 
and preventing the number of large 
fish to increase as they should. 

Oregon took the lead in stringent 
legislation. After years of fruitless 
efforts, last year a bill was presented 
through the initiative to the voters of 
the state to stop all commercial salmon 
fishing with wheels in the Columbia 
river from the Sandy river to The 
Dalles. This covers the river known 
as ‘‘the narrows’? where the industry 
had flourished, and where the narrow 
channel almost requires the death of 
fish as they try to pass to the spawn- 
ing grounds. 

The result of the initiative system of 
voting alarmed the fishermen and they 
immediately organized to secure act- 
ion in Washington looking to the re- 
peal of the laws affecting their inter- 
ests and if possible securing a treaty 
of at least 10 years covering the» mat- 
ters in controversy between the two 
stutes. This treaty is intended to cir- 
cumvent the action of the people of 
Washington in case the initiative and 
referendum be offered togthe people of 
this state by the present legislature. 
A strong lobby is now here looking to 
prevent the passage of the referendum 
bill, which is before the proper com- 
mitee. oe 

The interstate fisheries commission, 
which recently held a lengthy meeting 
at Seattle, agreed to ask for the repeal 
of the Oregon closing Jaw passed by 
initiative. It also asked that the law 
prohibiting purse seining in the Colum 
bia be repealed, Purse seines are 
known as the deadly enemy of salmon 
everywhere. For this reason they are 
not permitted anywhere save in Wash- 





ington. 
The Columbia river fishermen have

AN ORANGE 


CUCUMBER 


|Latest Freak in Horticultural 


Combinations 


An orange-cucumber, or cucumber- 
orange, as the name has not yet been 
decided, is a fréak combination raised 
by Howard 8. Hill, a cucumber grower 
of Gardner, Mass., which he Is culti- 
vating as a new dish to tickle the pal- 
ates of the exacting diners. 

The uew fruit or vegetable resulted 
from an experiment made several 
weeks ago by Mr. Hill. At that time 
an orange tree was in full bloom in 
his cucumber hothouse, at the same 
time the blossom of the cucumber 
vines first appeared. Mr. Hill trans- 
ferred the pollen from the orange blos- 
soms to several cucumber flowers. 

The first appearance of the fruit was 
the same as that of an ordinary infant 
cucumber, but as the fruit grew the 
result of the inoculation became ap- 
parent. The cucumber instéad of 
lengthening out remained round, like 
an orange, with the orange bloom scar, 
but the skin was that of a cucumber 
with the same corruptions. When 
ripened the new product assumed a 
bright orange color and from a dis- 
tance appeared the same as an orange. 

With the seeds from the best speci- 
mens Mr. Hill is growing a number of 
Vines and thinks that the new frult 
will become established and prove a 
favorite, as the taste of the orange and 
eucumber blends in an excellent man- 
ner and makes a pleasing combination.

Alfalfa For Poultry. 

In investigations made by the fe 
ers’ institute force of the Colorado 
rieultural college it was found that, 
while the Colorado poultrymen who 
were making money from egy produc 
tion fed various combinations of grains, 
all had similar methods in several par 
ticulars, 

All the successful poultrymen con 
sulted gave all feed dry. Not one was 
found who is feeding a wet mash at 
any time during the year, 
etables, alfalfa and 
times fed dry, 

All the successful poultrymen feed 
alfalfa, many of them every day in the 
year. Some feed alfalfa meal, some al- 
falfa leaves and othe Ifalfa hay, al- 
lowing the hens to pick off the leayes 
and reject the stems. 

While alfalfa is growing the green 
plant is preferred for feed.

that it can be moved back and forth. 
In summer slide it back and cover 
with netting and a curtain for fly 
time. 





A New Sulphur Wash. 

During the past ‘season the depart- 
ment of agriculture has made an im- 
portant discovery—that the self boiled 
lime sulphur wash is not injurious to 
peach foliage when properly made and 
will not produce russeting and other 
injurlous effects on apples. Further- 
more, it has been found to be about as 
effective as a fungicide as the stand- 
ard bordeaux mixture. Extensive ex- 
periments have been carried on during 
the year by the department on nearly 
all of the common fruit diseases which 
are preventable by spraying, and it has 
been demonstrated that the above mix- 
ture Is a very useful one.—American 
Cultivator.

The total salmon pack of the P; 
coast during the season of 1908 was 
3 852,592 cases, against 3,869,028 cases 
in 1907,” according to the annual re- 
view of the salmon industry which ap- 
peared yesterday in the Pacific Fisher- 
man, 

“The pack in Alaska ig the largest 
in the history of. the industry, ex- 
ceeding the previous banner pack of 
1902 by 54.686 cases; the figures heing 
2,619,019 in 1908, as compared with 
2,554,423 in 1902", Saya the review, 

“Of the 1908, pack, 1,651,191 cases 
are Red salmon, 707,516 cases Pinks, 
168,067 cases Chums, 28,526 cases 
Kings and 68,719 cases Cohoes, 

“Although the pack on Puget sound 
this year was comparatively small 
and was not as large in the aggregate 
as -last year, the pack of Sockeye 
were better than was anticipated, con- 
sidering the reeord of off years of late. 
The pack in 1907 was 72),326 cases, 
but this was the result of an abnor- 
mally large run of Pink salmon, which 
more than doubled the size of the 
pack. The pack of Sockeyes for 1908 
was 165,038 cases, while in 1907 the 
pack of this grade, usually considered 
the chief commercial salmon of Puget 
sound, was only 90,419 cases, In 1907, 
however, 452,474 cases of Pink salmon 
were packed on Puget sound, while in 
1908, there was no run of this salmon 
and none of this grade was packed. 
Thus,in Sockeyes, which most Puget 
sound canneries make a feature of, 
the season of 1908 was moresuc 
cessful than that of 1907. The run 
of Cohoes, or Fall salmon, was light, 
and as most of the cannerymen exceed-

The increase in favor 
of the pack of 1908 is placed to the 
eredit of greater propagation in the 
year 1904, Of the pack of 1908, the 
of Sockeye salmon amouned to 356,023 
cases, and the remainder of the pack 
consisted of Red and White Springs, 
Chums, Pinks and Coboee. Last season 
the Skeena river led all the salmon 
streams in the matter of Sockeye pack, 
putting up no less than 139,846 
cases. The next best Sockeye district 
was Rivers Inlet, with 64,652 cases. 
Yhe Fraser River Sockeye fisheries 
Jast season did not turn out more than 
63,126 cases. Outlying districts sup- 
plied 59,815 cases of Sockeye, and the 
Naas 27,584 cases.

LUMBER DUTY 
IS ASKED FOR 


British Columbia Legislature 
Now Faces Issue’ 

















Victoria, B. C., Feb. 19—For the 
first time in the history of British Ce- 
lumbia, a commission will be appointed 
to investigate the tinber and forestry 
matters of the province, witha view 
to conservation of resources, and for 
this purpose an appropriation of $5000 
appears in the estimate for the ensu- 
ing fiscal year. Alluding to the lumber 
industry, the budget speech delivered 
yesterday in the provincial legislature 
sayS< 

“The imposition of a duty on rough 
lumber imported from the United 
States would help our Jumbermen very 
materially and the advisability of 
amending the tariff in that respect is 
being-strongly urged upon the Domin- 
ion government. Rapid denudation 
of the forests of the United States has 
caused a persistent demand for free 
Canadian lumber, and if the concession 
be granted by congress the industry 
here will be greatly benefited, as many 
United States capitalists holding tim- 
ber in this province will be encouarged 
to establish sawmills and factories on 
this side of the border.’”

The James Johnson will freignt 
nearly 1,500,000 feet. Under present 
tariff restrictions the sale of Rritish 
Columbia lumber in California is im- 
practicable, as an entry duty of $2a 
thousand is imposed. With the prevail- 
ing poor demand for lumber and Jow 
prices, news of this charter was recei- 
ed with great surprise here, and it will 
be discussed with interest in other 
shipping and manufacturing circles. 
To Capt.. Jensen the charter is a 
strange one. 

The James Johnson completed a smart 
passage from Callao, logging the dis- 
tance in thirty-six days, Cape Flattery 
was sighted in thirty-three days sail- 
ing, but an entrance to the Strait of 
Juan de Fuca was gained only upon the 
third attempt. Very haevy weather 
was encountered off the Washington 
coust, and with echronomters damaged 
to inaccuracy, the’ voyage before gales 
was made a trying one, Capt. Jensen 
is known on Puget sound as having 
been several years in command of the 
barkentine Amaranth,

Worcester, Masa., Feb, 22—Carroll | 
DB. Wright, president of Clark college 
and ex-commissioner of labor, died yes 
terday. aged 69 years, President 
Wright had been a suiferer from dia- 
betes for more than two years.

The young men dislike the 
idea of being wards of the government, 
which prohibits the transfer of their 
lands to white settlers. he old Lum- 
mi Indians do not want to live to see 
the day when the Illihee of their 
fathers will be desecrated by the white 
man. In their demands yet remains 
the love for the bones of those who 
have gone before them, and \ they, fear 
the wrath of the Great Sprit should 
they permit the white man to gainjcon- 
tro) of their land. The young Indians, 
however, have shaken the old ideas 
and want an individualism that will 
permit them to bartter their Jand, as 
do the white men. 

The reservation is five miles west of 
Bellingham the water of Bellingham 
bay intervening. It vomprises about 
13,000 acres.

Human Beings of Little Ac- 
count in Canton 





In Canton T met for the second\time 
talented young Swedish civil en- 
gineer who had crossed the Pacific 
with me in search of a job, writes I. 
K. Friedman {py the Chicago News. 
He was sanguine as to his fatune then; 
he was in the dumps now, 

He had just inia before one of the 
— officials of the place,

me armed with a letter of Intro- 
duction, plans for installing a. modern 
Sewerage system in Canton, “Your 
Deople,” he said to the mandarin, “dle 
of like flies every time the plague 
strikes you here. Your mortality rate, 
to one coming from the sanitary cities 
of America or Burope, is appalling. 
Let me cut it down for you and pat it 
on a par with that of the first centers 
of the world.” 








Then the mandarin, so the young en- 
sineer said, leaned far back in his 
ehair, stared at him with a surprised 
alr and remarked scornfully, but 
quietly: “Young mam why did you 
come all these thousands of miles to 
Canton for the sake of carrying to us 
Such mad ideas? Take them back to 
Sweden with you. Let us rest in peace 
in China and go our own way undis- 
turbed by these silly newfangled ideas. 
Build modern sewerage systems in 
Sweden to your heart's content, ten in 
every city for all we care. We will 
have none of them in Canton.” 

When the engineer, ecrestfallen and 
bewildered, asked why, the answer 
Was at once forthcoming: “There are 
too many people living in Canton now. 
We shouldn't know what to do with 
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Count Leo Tolstoy's

naya with the intention of getting him 
to write an article on Abraham Lin- 
coln, I unfortunately found him not well 
enough to yleld to my request. How- 
ever, he was willing to give me his 
opinion of the great American states- 
man, and this is what he told me: 

“Of all the great national heroes and 










statesmen of history Lincoln is the 
only real giant. Alexander, Frederick 
the Great, Caesar, joleon, Glad- 


stone and even Washington stand in 
greatness of character, in depth of 
feeling and in a certain moral power 
far behind Lincoln, Lincoln was a 
man of whom a nation has a right to 
be proud, He was a Christ in minia- 
ture, a saint of humanity, whose name 
will live thousands of years in the 
legends of future generations, We are 
still too near to his greatness and so 
ean hardly appreciate bis divine pow- 
er, but after a few centuries more our 
posterity will find bim considerably 
bigger than we do. His genius is still 
too strong and too powerful for the 
common understanding, just as the 
sun is too hot when its light beams 
directly on us. 

“If one would know the greatness of 
Lincoln one should listen to the stories 
which are told about him in other 
parts of the world. I have been in 
wild places where one hears the name 
of America uttered with such mystery 
as if it were some heaven or hell. I 
have heard various tribes of barba- 
rians discussing the new world, but 1 
heard this only in connection with the 
name of Lincoln, Lincoln as the won- 
derful hero of America is known by 
the most primitive nations of Asia. 
This may be illustrated through the 
following incident: 








more if we had them. Our people, as 
it is, are finding it hard enough to 
make a living.” 

This mandarin’s attitude sums up in 
a way at once amusing and illumina- 
tive the oriental attitude toward life 
and the living. 

Nothing seems cheaper in the orient 
than life, and, as a matter of fact, lit- 
tle else is so cheap. When you pass 
through the labyrinth of streets that 
make up Canton, packed almost to 
suffocation with human beings, you 
begin to understand why so little val- 
ne is placed’on life. Your understand- 
ing of the situation grows clearer 
when you realize the battle-like com- 
petition going on here from early 
morning until late at night for the 
few handfuls of rice and millet that 
sustain the existence of each of this 
swarming mass, 


President Fallieres’ first Hst of deco- 
rations for the year included the name 
of one man who Is little known. This 
was a young physician named Louis 
Bozy, who lost an eye in the discharge 
of bis duty. Dr. Bozy while acting as 
assistant to an operating surgeon In 
one of the Paris hospitals bad an eye 
injured through a drop of poisonous 
matter coming in contact with It. He 
knew that an antidote must be ap- 
plied immediately, but by doing this 
j he would have left the chief surgeon 
unattended and remained at his post 
with his eye uncared for until the 
operation was completed. In conse- 
quence of his heroism he lost an eye 
and was confined to a hospital for a 
long time. President Fallieres In con- 
ferring the decoration said that a 
wound received by a physician in the 
discharge of his duty was as honora- 
ble as one received on the battlefield.

“Once while traveling In the Caucasus 
I happened to be the guest of a Cauca- 
sian chief of the Circassians, who, living 
far away from civilized life In the moun- 
tains, had but a fragmentary and child- 
ish comprehension of the world and its 
history. The fingers of civilization had 
never reached him nor his tribe, and all 
life beyond his native valleys was a dark 
mystery. Being a Mussulman, he was 
naturally opposed to all Ideas of progress 
and education. 

“I was received with the usual oriental 
hospitality and after our meal was asked 
by my host to tell him something of my 
Mfe. Yielding to his request, I began to 
tell him of my profession, of the develop- 
ment of our industries and inventions and 
of the schools, He listened to everything 
with indifference, but when I began to 
tell about the great statesmen and the 
great generals of the world he seemed at 
once to become very much interested. 

“Wait a moment,’ he interrupted after 
I had talked a few minutes. ‘I want all 
my neighbors and my sons to listen to 
you. I will call them immediately.’ 

“He soon returned with a score of wild 
looking riders and asked me politely to 
continue. It was indeed a solemn mo- 
ment when those sons of the wilderness 
sat around me on the floor and gazed at 
me as if hungering for knowledge. I 
spoke at first of our czars and of their 
victories: then I spoke of the foreign 
rulers and of some of the greatest mili- 
tary leaders, My talk seemed to impress 
them deeply. The story of Napoleon was 
so interesting to them that I had to tell 
them every detall—as, for instance, how 
his hands looked, how tall he was, who 
made his guns and pistols and the color 
of his horse. It was very difficult to sat- 
isfy them and to meet their point of view, 
but I did my best. When I declared that 
I had finished my talk my host, a gray 
bearded, tall rider, rose, lifted his hand 
and sald very gravely: 

“*But you have not told us a syllable 
about the greatest gen 1 and greatest 
ruler of the world. We want to know 
something about him. He was a hero. 
He spoke with a voice of thunder. He 
laughed like the sunrise, and his deeds 
were strong as the rock and as sweet as 
the fragrance of roses, The angels ap- 
peared to his mother and predicted that 
the son whom she would conceive would 
become the greatest the stars had ever 
soon, He was so great that he even for- 
gave the crimes of his greatest enemies 
and shook brotherly hands with those 
who had plotted against his life. His 
name was Lincoln, and the country In 
which he lived {s called America, which 
t's so far away that if a youth should 
journey to reach it he would be an old 
man when he arrived. Tell us of that 
man.’ ‘Tell us, please, and we will present 
you with the best horse of our stock!’ 
shouted the others 

“T looked at them and saw their faces 
all nglow, while their eyes were burning 
I saw that those rudé barbarians were 
really interested in a man whose name 
and deeds had already become a legend 
I told them of Lincoln and his wisdom, of 
his home life and youth. They asked me 
ten questions to one which I was able to 
answer. They wanted to know all about 
his habits, bis Influence upon the people 
and his physical strength, But they were 
very astonished to hear that Lincoln 
made a sorry: figure on a horse and that 
he lived such a simple life. 

“Tell us why he was killed,’ one of 
them sald 

“I had to tell everything, After all my 
knowledge of Lincoln was exhausted they 
seomed to be satisfied. I can hardly for- 
get the great enthusiasm which they ¢x- 
ed in thelr wild thanks and the de- 
® to get a ploture of the great Amer 
foan hero, 1 said that I probably could 
secure one from my friend In the nearest 
town, and this seemed to give them great 
pleasure. 

“The next monring when I left the chief 
a wonderful Arabian horse was brought 
me as @ present for my marvelous story 
and our farewell wan very improasive 
One of the riders agreed to accompany 
me to the town and get the promised pit 
ture, which | was now bound to secure 
at any price. I was successful In getting 
a large photograph from my friend, and | 
handed It to the man with my greetings 
to his associates, It was Interesting to 
witness the gravity of hin face and the 
trembling of his hands when he rec olyed 
my present. Ha gazed for several min- 
utes allently. Hike one in a rev it pray 
er. His eyes filled with tears. He war 
deeply touched, and I asked him why he 
became #o sad. After pondering my ques 
tion for a few moments he replied 

“| am sad because 1 feel sorry that 
he had to die by the hand of a villatn 
Don't you find, judging from hie pict 
that hie eyes are full of tears and t 
hie lips are ead with a secret sorrow? 

“Like all orientale, he spoke in # poet- 
al way and left me with many deep

Estimate of Lincoln 


“Now, Why Was Lincoln so great 
that he overshadows all other nation- 


al heroes? He really was not a great 
general, like Napoleon or Washington 
He was not such a skillful statesman 
as Gladstone or Frederick the Great. 
But his supremacy expresses itself al- 
together in his peculiar moral power 


}and in the greatness of his character. 


He had come through many bardships 
and much experience to the reallza- 
tion that the greatest human achleve- 
ment Is love, He was what Beethoven 
was in music, Dante in poetry, 
Raphael tn painting and Christ in the 
philosophy of Mfe. He aspired to be 
divine, and be was, 

“It 1s natural that before be reached 
his goal he had to walk the highway 
of mistakes. But we find him never- 
theless in every tendency true to one 
main motive, and that was to benefit 
mankind. He was one who wanted to 
be great through his smallness. If he 
had failed to become president he 
would be, no doult, just as great as 
he is now, but only God could appre 
elate it. The judgment of the world 
is usually wrong In the beginning, and 
it takes centuries to correct it, But 
in the case of Lincoln the world was 
right from the start. Sooner or later 
Lincoln would have been seen to be a 
great man, even though he had never 
been an American president. But it 
would have taken a great generation 
to place him where he belongs. 

“Lincoln died prematurely by the 
hand of an assassin, and naturally we 
condemn the criminal from our view- 
point of justice. But the question 1s, 
Was his death not predestined by a 
divine wisdom, and was it not better 
for the nation and for his greatness 
that he died just in that way and at 
that particular moment? We know so 
little about that divine law which we 
eall fate that no one can answer. 
Christ had a presentiment of his 
death, and there are indications that 
also Lincoln had strange dreams and 
presentiments of something tragic. If 
that was really the fact, can we con- 
ceive that human will could have pre- 
vented the outcome of the universal or 
divine will? I doubt it. I doubt also 
that Lincoln could have done more to 
prove his greatness than he did. I am 
convinced that we are’ but instruments 
in the hands of an unknown power 
and that we have to follow its bidding 
to the end. We have a certain ap- 
parent independence, according to our 
moral character, wherein we may ben- 
efit our fellows, but in all eternal 
and universal questions we follow 
blindly a divine predestination. Ac- 
cording to that eternal law, the great- 
est of national heroes had to dle, but 
an immortal glory still shines on his 
deeds. 

“However, the biggest heroism is 
that which 1s based on humanity, 
truth, justice and pity. All other forms 
are doomed to forgetfulness. The 
greatness of Aristotle or Kant is in- 
significant compared with the great- 
ness of Buddha, Moses and Christ. 
The greatness of Napoleon, Caesar or 
Washington is only moonlight by the 
sun of Lincoln. His example is unt- 


versal and will last thousands of 
years. Washington was a_ typical 
American, Napoleon was a_ typical 


Frenchman, but Lincoln was a human- 
{tarian as brond as the world. He was 
bigger than his country, bigger than 
all the presidents together. Why? Be- 
cause he loved his enemies as himself 
and because he was a universal indi- 
vidualist who wanted to See himself in 
the world, not the world in himself. 
He was great through his simplicity 
and was noble through his charity. ~ 

“Lincoln is a strong type of those 
who make for truth and justice, for 
brotherhood and freedom. Love Is the 
foundation of his life. That Is what 
makes him immortal, and that is the 
quality of a giant. I bope that his cen- 
tenary birthday will create an impulse 
toward righteousness among the na- 
tions. Lincoln lived and died a hero, 
and as a great character he will live 
as long as the world lives. May his 
ife long bless humanity ‘ount 8.

Apparently 
the balance of the state or even of the 
Pacific coast is not entitled to any con- 
sideration. 


Washington, Oregon and California 
in partieular owe their thanks to the 
United {States senate for the vote on 
the naval appropriation bill in favor 

- of keeping one-half the navy in Pacific 
waters at alj times, says The Ledger. 

' The amendment is not mandatory, for 
it was deemed wise to leave the matter 

to the diseretion of the president. 
‘The vote, however, amounts to an ex- 
pression from the senate that the Pa- 
cifie is quite as deserving of the pres- 
ence of the navy as the Atlantic, and 
really more in need of its presence than 

is the Atlantic. The president is to be 

the judge at any time whether the 
strength of the navy should be kept 
together If the house accepts the 
senate amendment, the expression of 
congress is reasonably certain to have 
weight with the president. It will be 

up to the president if one-half the 
navy isnot kept in Pacifie waters to 
let it be known there were reasons for 
not doing so. Of course, the president 
would not be bound to make public 
what conditions prompted him not to 

_ keep half the navy in the Pacific, 
though inthe long run most of the 
"facts would come out. Lhe senate pro- 
bably went as far in the amendment as 

it would be wise to go, inasmuch as 
congresa is not always in session and 
gould not be a jndge at all times as to 
whether the big warships should all be 
kept together.

Today's programme included an 

address of weleome by Governor 

Brooks, President of the congress and 

the reading of papers by delegates, 


HARRIMAN LINES 
FOR OREGON 


Several New Roads to be in 
This State 


Chieago, Feb. 23—A large part of 
the millions which the Southern Pacific 
management has decided to raise by 
bond and stock issues is to be devoted 
to a battle which Ewdard H. Harriman 
is going to wage in the northwest, 
with James J. Hill and in the St. Paul 
interests, for the possession of valu- 
able territory. It is understood that an 
official announcement will soon be made 
of important extensions to be made 
hy Harriman in Oregon and other por- 
tions of the Pacifit northwest. 

The state of Oregon is to secure rail- 
road advantages which were not dream- 
ed of a few years ago, and whick will 
bring that state into the forerank of 
the Northwest in the way of future de- 
velopment. The advent of the St. Paul 
into the transcontinental field, the ac: 
tivity of the Hill lines in surveying 
new territory, and the probability that 
the Northwestern will soon decide to 
seek a coast extention, have made Har-| 
riman determined to secure all of the 
valuable territory in the Northwest 
that it is possible to obtain. 

This territory was as valuable sev- 
eral years ago, 80 far as future possi- 
bilities were concerned, but the fact 
that other railway systems have cast 
longing eyes upon the golden North 
west has zavsed Harriman to bastir 
himself, It is stated in connection 
with the new issue of securities that 
many millions will be devoted to exten- 
tions and new lines to supplement the 
Harriman network of roads in the West 





and Northwest.

MAKE STATEMENT 


Regarding Hidden Rocks in 
Unimak Pass 


Washington D.. U., Feb, 23— Soma 
months ago the Budget published an 
article on supposed hidden rocks near 
Unimak pass, Alaska,’ giving the 
comments of Capt, H. De Gueldre, 
master of the bark Guy C. Goss. The 
article greatly interested the officials 
of the coast and geodetic survey in 
Washington, and although they are un- 
willing to make a positive statement in 
the premises that might misled ma- 
riners the following semi-official state 
ment has been prepared, 

‘in connection with the interesting 
item, ‘Masters Fear Hidden Rocka 
Near Unimak,’ whieh appeared in 
the Astcria Daily Budget, it should be 
known that besides the detailed survey 
of the coast and geodetic survey steam- 
er McArthur, hereafter referred to, it 
has been the -custom since 1988 for a 
number of vessels of the fish commis- 
sion, navy and revenue cutter service 
0 =pass over the position of these 
rocks in the day time under favorable 
weather conditions when bound to or 
from Unimak pass. As quite a num-| 
ber of these vessels. were employed in 
the Behring sea patrol., the aggregate 
number of passages by them over this 
locality is probably large., None of 
them has seen any indication of dan- 
ger. The survey has a record of the 
following;: 

“The Albatross sounded for these 
dangers when in their vicinity in 
1888, 1890 and 1892; the Yorktown! 
ran over the position assigned to An- 
derson rock in 1892; the Michigan ran 
a line of soundings over the assigned 
positions of Anderson and Lenard rocks 
in 1893; the Grant passed over the| 
assigned position of Anderson rock in 
1897; the Manning, in 1900, passed 
longitude of Anderson and Lenard roeks 
in latitude 53 deg. 53 min. north, fair 
range of visibility; also, ran along lati- 
tude 54 deg. 5 min. N., in longitude 
of Anderson and Lenard rocks, a fair 
opportunity for seeing any break or 
rock within five miles, land visible 
forty miles.’” 

“The coast and geodetic survey 
steamer McArthur, in 1901, sounded! 
over the assigned position of Lenard 
rock sufficiently to disprove its exist- 
ence in that locality.’’

CULF STREAM 
IS DAMAGED 


Compelled to Return to Port 
Stanley for Repairs 


Information has reached here that 
when the British bark Gulf Stream 
was putting out of Port Stanley, Falk- 
Jand Islands, December 6, to continue 
the voyage to Astoria she ran afoul of 
the anchor and tore « hole in her bow 
below the water line. It was necess- 
ary for her to remain for repairs. A 
light breege was stirring at the time 
she got into trouble, according to the 
advices. Early in November the Gulf 
Stream put into Port Stanley in a dis- 

_ abled condition. In a severe storm 
he was stripped of most of her rigging 

_ and otherwise damaged. With a cargo 
of cement she sailed from Antwerp 
for Astoria July 18. Had she met with 
no mishaps the craft would have reach- 
ed here more than two mouths ago. It 
is supposed that she has left the Falk- 
land Islands before this, and that she 
may be putting in an appearance at the 
mouth of the Columbia by the latter 
part of next month. She is the only 
windjammer coming from Europe that 
is anything like due.

An- 
other cireumstance which may account 
for the tie-up of the steam whalers is 
that the mammals have been retreat- 
ing farther north, and only a good 
piece of luck enables the vessels to 
chase them to their last stand and get 
away from the_ice pack again.

COMPROMISE ON 
LOCAL OPTION 


Measure now Before 


the 
Washington Legislature 





Olympia, Wash, Feb. 25—After 
fighting over local option for six weeks 
there is indication that the legislature 
is going about a final settlement of 
the problem, by the passage of a com- 
promise bill, allowing cities of all clas- 
ses above 1500 population to be units 
for the purpose of voting on the saloon 
question,and for the smaller towns and 
country distriets to be units in them- 
selves, This will take away the dis- 
pute which has been so bitter, over the 
power being given tothe county to con- 
trol the affairs of the city, and with 
that point settled the passage of the 
bill will be easy. 

Following the roasting talk given 
at Seattle by Governor Hay the com- 
mittee of both houses got together and 
drafted a compromise bill. It carries 
many of the elements of the original 
Anti-saluon bill, but has some of the 
more reasonable provisions indorsed by 
the liberal senators. It is likely that 
this bill will pass both houses this 
week, or at least early next week. To 
day is the last day in which bills ean 
be introduced without vote of two- 
thirds of the members of each house.

The reason for this 
was that Oregon claimed the right to 
enforce fishery laws for the Columbia 
from bank to bank. In the Chris Neil- 
son ease the supreme court of that 
state conceded the ‘same right to Wash 
ington, by deciding that the ‘more 
stringent laws”’ for the protection of 
the food fishes of the Columbia, passed 
by either state, could be enforced by 
both states from bank to bank. Wash- 
ington denied the right of Oregon's 
jurisdiction from bank to bank, also 
repudiated the principle of the ‘‘more 
stringent law,’’ and contended that 
either state could only enforce its fish- 
ery laws up to. its boundary, except 
when the two states passed identical 
laws. Then both states could enforce 
such laws from bank to bank.

received a majority of 26,000, would 
have been declared the law of Oregon 
enforcible in Oregon waters, The law 
stopping fishing in the wide lower 
river, which only received a majority 
vf 6000, would have been declared null 
and void, as the Jaws of Oregon provide 
in such cases of conflict. Then there 
would have been no opportunity for 
inter-state fishery committees to bring 
in a report to the Oregon legislature to 
repeal Oregon initiative Jaws and thus 
permit the continuance of salmon de- 
struction by fishwheels on the Colum- 
bia. 

Under the Chris Neilson decision each 
state as it sees fit will be able to limit 
or prohibit in the narrows of the Co- 
lumbia the fish wheels and fishtraps up 
to its respective boundary. Joint leg- 
islation will only be necessary for Sun- 
day and other closing seasons, to per- 
mit salmon to reach the spawning 
grounds in the Upper Columbia, from 
which territory they are now debarred 
by the fishwheels. 

In conclusion I wish to state that 
the United Fishermen of the Pacific, 
the federation of the fishermen’s unions 
of Alaska and the Pacific Coast states, 
urged the prosecution of the Chris Neil- 
son case from its beginning. The 
officers of this federation had numerous 
interviews with the attorney generals 
They likewise secured 
the aid of United States Senators Ful- 
ton and Piles in having these senators 
before the United States 
supreme court and urge the advance- 
ment of the case on the calendar, 
which was done.

While the state of Oregon lost its 
contention by the decision of the United 
States supreme court in the case 
against Chris Neilson, charged with 
operating a purse seine jn the waters 
of the Columbia river, this decison ta- 
ken in connection with the former one 
defining the boundary line between the 
two staets can only be construed as a 
vietory for this state, so far as en- 
forcing its laws over the waters of the 
Columbia river is concerned. The de- 
cision says that until the two states 


"pass the same or similar laws, neither 


state can entorce its laws outside its 
own territorial limits. The court has 
ruled that Oregon territory extends to 
beyond Sand island and along the cen- 
terof the channel which skirts the 
Washington shore. That being the ease 
nearly the entire river will be under 
‘the sole jurisdiction of Oregon in in- 
stances where the laws of the two 
states differ. 


If the grand jury continues its work 
for a few more days it will not only 
bring in enough revenue in the way of 
fines to pay the expenses of the jury 
Session hut the entire expense of the 
term of court as well. 





By a recent court decision there will 
be returned to 800,000 consumers of 
gas in New York city $12,000,000 in 
the form of rebates.

Success of Maxim’ 





} Hiram Perey Maxim gave the first 
public demonstration the other day of 
| his new rife silencer, the latest of his 
j inventions, before a group of newspa 
|per men In the offices of his firm of 
[counselors fn New York city. The sl 
| lencer reduced the report from the 
highest powered rifles of this and for 
elgn countries to the noise made by 
| the initial cleavage of the alr and the 
| “puck” of the bullet as it struck In a 
packed sand backstop. The whole 
sound was no louder than that made 
by the discharge of an alr rifle In an 
| Inclosed gallery. 

There was ou handein the lawyers’ 
offices a collection of rifles running all 
the way from the litte Winchester 
22 repeater to the Springfield 
the United States army rifle and the 
most powerful of {ts kind In the world, 
Taking the Winchester 22 first, Mr. 
Maxim fred a shot from the naked 
gun to. give an idea of the report 
Then he fired with the silencer attach 
ed. There was a click about as loud 
as one would make by snapping the 
trigger on an old fashioned musket. 
“Now,” sald Mr. Maxim, “if you will 
analyze that noise under proper condl- 
tions you will find out that it consists 
of two noises, one produced by the im- 
pact of the bullet, the otber by the 
cleavage of the air. You don’t hear 
the gun at all, although you may think 
you do. The proof of this comes when 
you make a test under military condl- 
tions, with the target at a sufficient 
range so that the impact of the bullet 
is not heard. Then you hear only the 
swish that comes from the Initial 
cleavage of the air, At the target you 
hear the bullet strike and wait in vain 
for the report of the gun.” 

He went on next to test the silencer 





with a 22 Winchester automatic. The 
result was not as good with this 


weapon, because the ammunition cham- 
ber did not remain altogether closed, 
and a certain report came from the 
breech of the weapon. But the silencer 
applied to a Wihchester 30 high pow- 
er sporting rifle reduced its report to 
the “puck” that an air gun might make. 
The same was the case with a six 
millimeter Mannlicher military rifle, a 
seven millimeter Mauser, a 32-40 Ste- 
vens marksman’s target rifle and a 
Springfield 30, the new United States 
army rifle. The demonstration with 
the last gun was particularly con- } 
yincing. After firing it a couple of 
times with the silencer Mr. Maxim 
took a IHttle wooden frame to which 
was attached by a metallic paper clip 
one of his calling cards. This ecard 
he held by means of the frame imme- 
diately In front of the muzzle of the 
gun and fired ft without the silencer

The Maxim silencer, which Is at-

FUEL FROM WASTE COAL 


A practical means of saving the enor 


mous waste of coal by the present 


+) mining methods is reported by Jobo 


L, Cochrane of the technologic bureau 
The results of a series of experiments 
have been compared, and Mr. Cochrane 
reports that coal briquets can be made 


8} from slack of waste coal and coal of 


Inferior grades which are not marketed 


at present. The waste ts mixed with 


8/5 or 6 per cont of water gas pitch, then 


pressed into cakes or bricks. 

It has been shown, according to this 
report, that the briquets furnish more 
power from less welght In fuel than 
the regular coal from the same mines. 
Being lighter in welght than coal, the 
briquets will serve a good purpose {tn 
the navy and also on railroads. It ts 
laimed that the briquets give off less 
smoke than coal. An enormous quan 
tity of waste coal is cast aside at the 
mines, and Inferlor grades are left In 
the ground untouched. The briquets 
make valuable what was useless be- 
‘ore, and thelr manufacture will add 
o our stock of fuel the equivalent of 
many million tons of coal,
